What  is  a  wholesale  sale  of  poison  ? 

This  question,  long  discussed  in  pharmaceutical  circles,  has 
at  last  been  brought  into  a  legal  tribunal  at  the  instance  of 
the  Metropolitan  police. 

The  defendant,  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  was  charged 
under  Section  17  with  not  entering  in  the  poison-book  a  sale 
of  3  dr.  of  prussic  acid  to  a  former  assistant. 

The  sale  had  been  treated  as  a  wholesale  one,  and  whole- 
sale price  charged,  but  the  Magistrate  held  that  3  dr.  is  not  a 
wholesale  quantity,  and  a  chemist's  shop  is  not  a  place  where 
"  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing  "  goes  on. 
"  Familiarity  with  the  customer  led  to  contempt  of  the 
statute." 

Air.  Kirby,  for  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  had  a 
long  argument  with  the  Magistrate  (Mr.  Hopkins),  and  we 
report  it  verbatim,  beginning  on  p.  434. 

The  decision  is  not  one  which  is  likely  to  embarrass  retail 
dealers,  nevertheless  it  raises  important  issues  which  are 
discussed  in  an  editorial  article  (p.  442).

1855,  has  been  elected  President  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association — viz.,  Mr.  Searby,  of  San  Francisco  (p.  433). 

The  total  import  and  export  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
during  August  was  valued  at  94,018,830/.  Chemicals  (includ- 
ing medicines)  were  exported  to  the  value  of  1,319,820/. 
(p.  443). 

The  Australian  Labour  Party's  attitude  towards  "  patents," 
and  how  medical  men  regard  them  ;  the  average  income  of 
doctors  ;  and  the  pretensions  of  the  London  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion are  discussed  by  "  Xrayser  "  (p.  441). 

Testing  for  acid  radicles  and  for  sulphur  in  any  form  are 
the  subject  for  students  discussed  by  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin  in 
the  Corner  this  week.  It  concludes  the  summer  studies,  and 
next  week  we  shall  make  an  announcement  regarding  the 
winter  work  (p.  428). 

Glycerin  has  advanced  21.  per  ton.  Manufacturing  cin- 
chonas and  antimony  are  higher.  Copper  sulphate  is  lower. 
B.P.  almond  oil,  chamomiles,  turpentine,  and  pepper  are 
also  lower.  Cascara  is  steady.  An  auction  of  first-hand 
drugs  is  reported  on  p.  449. 

Dr.  H.  Bellyse  Baildon,  Ph.C,  lecturer  on  English  litera- 
ture at  Dundee  University  College,  died  under  tragic  circum- 
stances last  week  (p.  430).  He  formerly  held  several  offices 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  a  sketch  of  his  career  and 
literary  achievements  is  given  on  p.  444. 

The  Corrosive  Sublimate  prescription  and  problem  printed 
in  our  correspondence  columns  last  week  have  brought  us 
several  interesting  expressions  of  opinion.  Writers  are  unani- 
mous that  hydrar.  perchlor.  gr.  ss.  pro  dosis  should  not  be 
dispensed.    Other  questions,  however,  arise.    See  p.  454. 

The  Sale  of  Opium  by  retail  chemists  in  South  Africa  is 
embarrassing  to  them.  At  the  Cape  representatives  of  the 
trade  have  conferred  with  the  medical  officer  about  the  matter, 
and  in  the  Transvaal  a  young  chemist  has  nearly  had  his  namo 
struck  off  the  register  for  an  illegal  sale  of  the  drug  (pp.  432- 
433). 

The  solubility  and  optical  rotation  figures  for  sandalwood 
oil  which  are  given  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  require 
alteration,  according  to  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  who  com- 
municate figures  for  eighteen  samples  of  oil  distilled  from 
80  tons  of  wood  (p.  448).  We  also  reprint  observations  by

The  exercises  in  qualitative  analysis  were  suspended  during 
July  and  August,  and  will  be  resumed  next  week,  all 
who  are  preparing  for  qualification  in  chemistry  and  phar- 
macy being  eligible  to  compete.  For  summer  studies  we 
have  dealt  with  a  series  of  topics  directly  bearing  upon  the 
pharmaceutical  examinations. 


Analytical  Varia.—  III. 

Testing  for  Acid  Radicals. — We  propose  to  deal  here 
mainly  with  certain  generalities  concerning  this  very  im- 
portant and  sometimes  extremely  intricate  and  difficult 
matter.  As  the  result  of  a  careful  preliminary  examination, 
much  information  with  respect  to  the  acid  radicals  present 
in  an  unknown  substance  is  often  obtained  before  the 
systematic  testing  for  these  radicals  is  entered  upon. 
Further,  at  the  appropriate  stage  in  the  testing  for  metallic 
radicals  it  is  imperative  that  the  student  should  know,  if 
he  has  not  already  ascertained,  whether  certain  acid 
radicals — phosphates,  borates,  oxalates,  fluorides,  etc. — are 
present  or  not.  When  the  systematic  examination  for  acid 
radicals  has  to  be  undertaken,  however,  serious  difficulties 
•often  have  to  be  faced,  one  of  the  chief  of  these  arising 
from  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  acid  radicals  are 
complex  in  themselves  and  that  a  number  of  them  are,  in 
-consequence,  liable  to  undergo  changes  in  the  course  of  the 
analysis  through  entering  into  reaction  either  with  each 
other  or  with  some  of  the  reagents  used,  or  as  the  result 
of  heating  or  of  some  other  operation ;  so  that  it  is  not 
always  safe  to  conclude  that  the  acid  radicals  found  during 
the  analysis  of  a  substance  were  present,  as  such,  in  the 
original  substance. 

In  preparing  a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals,  it 
is  nearly  always  desirable  to  eliminate  metallic  radicals  as 
far  as  possible,  with  the  exception  of  potassium  and  sodium. 
The  method  which  has  been  found  most  generally  satis- 
factory for  effecting  this  consists  in  boiling  the  original 
substance  with  pure  sodium  carbonate  and  water,  whereby 
insoluble  carbonates  and  basic  carbonates  of  most  of  the 
metallic  radicals  are  formed,  while  most  of  the  acid  radicals 
pass  into  solution.  On  filtering,  the  familiar  "sodium- 
carbonate  extract "  is  obtained. 

Some  students  seem  to  regard  the  boiling  with  sodium 
■carbonate  as  an  exhaustive  treatment,  and  to  suppose  that 
■the  sodium-carbonate  extract  contains  all  the  acid  radicals 
present  in  the  original  substance.  This  is  not  correct,  how- 
ever, since  a  variety  of  insoluble  substances  are  either  not 
attacked  at  all  by  mere  boiling  with  solution  of  sodium  car- 
bonate, or  are  attacked  so  very  slowly  that  it  is  only  after 
.prolonged  boiling  with  a  concentrated  solution  that  recog- 
nisable quantities  of  their  acid  radicals  pass  into  solution. 
As  an  example  of  a  substance  which  is  not  attacked  by 
boiling  with  solution  of  sodium  carbonate,  zinc  sulphide 
imay  be  instanced,  and  a  number  of  other  metallic  sulphides 
.stand  in  the  same  category.  Many  natural  silicates, 
fluorides,  phosphates,  etc.,  are  likewise  either  not  attacked 
at  all  or  only  with  extreme  slowness.  Barium  sulphate 
is  only  very  slowly,  and  at  best  incompletely,  converted 
into  barium  carbonate,  with  the  formation  of  sodium  sul- 
phate in  solution.  Some  insoluble  oxalates  require  pro- 
longed boiling  in  order  that  they  may  undergo  any  con- 
siderable decomposition. 

But  although  boiling  with  solution  of  sodium  carbonate 
is  thus  only  a  partially  effective  measure,  fusion  with  dry 
sodium  carbonate,  if  continued  long  enough,  suffices  to 
effect  the  decomposition  of  practically  all  silicates,  phos- 
phates, borates,  fluorides,  etc. ;  and  hence  the  employment 
of  this  method  as  a  means  of  attack  upon  many  refractory 
substances  with  a  view  to  obtaining  their  constituents — both 


metallic  radicals  and  acid  radicals — in  solution.  Obviously, 
however,  fusion  with  sodium  carbonate  is  inadmissible  in 
the  search  for  acid  radicals  in  the  case  of  oxalates  and  of 
other  salts  containing  acid  radicals  which  are  broken  up 
when  heated  to  redness. 

While  boiling  with  solution  of  sodium  carbonate  is  not 
exhaustive,  it  is,  within  its  limitations,  a  process  of  great 
value  in  preparing  a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals. 
In  employing  the  process  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
filtered  liquid  ordinarily  known  as  the  "  sodium-carbonate 
extract  "  is  not  always  free  from  metallic  radicals  belonging 
to  the  copper  and  arsenium  groups.  Some  of  the  commonest 
cases  are  : 

1.  Copper  is  sometimes  present  in  the  filtrate,  in  quan- 
tity sufficient  to  impart  to  it  a  distinct  blue  colour. 

2.  Mercuric  cyanide,  present  in  the  original  substanco, 
passes  unchanged  into  the  filtrate,  since  it  does  not  yield  any 
precipitate  with  sodium  carbonate. 

3.  Tartar  emetic,  if  present  in  the  original  substance, 
passes,  in  part,  into  the  filtrate,  since  its  antimony  is  not 
completely  converted  into  an  insoluble  substance  by  boil- 
ing with  sodium  carbonate. 

When  copper,  mercury,  or  antimony  is  present  in  the  filtrate, 
it  is  essential  that  it  should  be  removed  by  means  of 
hydrogen  sulphide  (in  the  case  of  antimony  after  acidifying 
the  solution)  before  proceeding  to  test  for  acid  radicals. 

The  importance  of  holding  in  reserve  the  precipitate  (if 
any)  produced  on  boiling  with  sodium  carbonate  was 
referred  to  in  the  first  article  of  this  series  under  the  head- 
ing of  "Economy  of  Substance."  It  is  obvious  that  this 
precipitate  contains  all  those  constituents  of  the  original 
substance  which  do  not  find  their  way  into  the  filtrate;  and 
further  search  can,  if  necessary,  be  made  in  it  for  metallic 
radicals,  or  for  insoluble  substances  which  are  unattacked 
by  solution  of  sodium  carbonate,  if  confirmatory  evidence 
be  required  with  respect  to  any  of  these.  Should  it  bo 
necessary  to  pass  hydrogen  sulphide,  as  referred  to  above, 
the  sulphide  precipitate  should  similarly  be  reserved. 

In  the  reports  of  analyses  made  by  students  mention  is 
occasionally  made  of  the  use  of  sodium  hydroxide  instead  of 
sodium  carbonate  in  preparing  the  solution  to  be  tested  for 
acid  radicals,  and  the  writers  appear  to  regard  this  simply 
as  an  alternative  which  is  of  equal  applicability.  It  is  not 
merely  an  alternative,  however,  since  the  effects  of  boiling 
with  sodium  hydroxide  are,  in  the  case  of  a  number  of  sub- 
stances, considerably  different  from  those  of  boiling  with 
sodium  carbonate.  Thus,  a  sodium-hydroxide  extract  from 
a  substance  containing,  for  example,  lead,  zinc,  or  aluminium 
compounds  may  contain  part  or  the  whole  of  these  metals 
in  solution  as  plumbate,  zincate,  or  aluminate,  and  any  one 
of  these  substances  might  give  rise  to  complications  in  the 
subsequent  testing  for  individual  acid  radicals.  The  pre- 
paration of  a  sodium-hydroxide  extract  in  which  to  test  lor 
acid  radicals,  as  well  as  a  sodium-carbonate  extract,  is 
occasionally  resorted  to,  but  this  is  only  in  a  few  special 
cases.  One  of  the  best-known  of  these  cases  is  when  insolume 
complex  cyanogen  compounds— of  which  Prussian  blue  is  a 
familiar  example— are  known  to  be  present ;  and  there in, 
is  used  in  preparing  a  solution  to  be  examined  tor  tne 
radicals  of  some  complex  cyanogen  acids.  .

Pinder,  Hooley,  Barton,  and  Manfull  were  appointed  to- 
attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  at  Leeds. 
It  was  proposed  that  the  next  meeting  should  be  held  the 
second  Thursday  in  October,  instead  of  the  first,  owing  to 
Goose  Fair. 

The  Chairman  Wants  Cheap  Drugs. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Lambeth  Guardians  on  Wednesday, 
September  11,  there  were  stormy  scenes  in  consequence  of 
Mr.  Collins  (chairman)  seeking  to  get  cheap  drugs  supplied 
to  the  infirmary.  Mr.  Dunkin  (vice-chairman)  rose  to  ex- 
plain why  drugs  of  absolutely  good  standard  quality  were 
necessary,  when  the  chairman  interrupted  him.  There  were 
angry  shouts  to  the  chairman  to  "sit  down,"  but  Mr. 
Collins  refused,  saying  he  was  there  to  rule  the  Board,  and 
would  not  be  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Guardians.  Mr. 
Fielder  :  Mr.  Dunkin  was  speaking,  and  I  move  that  he  be 
allowed  to  continue.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  Chairman  :  But 
you  must  not  interfere  with  the  chairman.  ("Oh!").  Mr. 
Ruffles  :  Really,  Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  unfair  of  you.  You 
will  let  no  one  speak.  You  are  out  of  order.  The  Chair- 
man :  No.  You  are  out  of  order,  all  of  you.  The  chairman 
is  on  his  feet,  and  you  must  keep  quiet.  Alderman  Howlett  : 
Order  !  This  will  never  do.    You  must  not  tyrannise  over 
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the  Board  in  this  manner.  Mr.  Yeates  :  You  shall  not 
speak  until  Mr.  Dunkin  is  allowed  to  speak.  (Hear,  hear.) 
The  Chairman  :  Do  respect  the  chair.  (Laughter.)  When  I 
rise  everyone  must  be  silent.  The  chairman  can  never  be 
out  of  order.  A  Guardian  :  You  are  off  your  head  when  you 
are  on  your  feet.  (Laughter.)  After  uproar  had  prevailed 
for  some  minutes  the  chairman  sat  down.  The  Guardians 
unanimously  agreed  that  only  drugs  of  the  highest  quality 
should  be  purchased  for  the  infirmary. 

[The  chairman  is  Mr.  A.  F.  Collins,  who  is  known  to  the 
drug-trade  in  his  connection  with  the  Collins  Eucalypti  Co.] 

The  "  Colonel "  Committed. 

As  a  result  of  the  warnings  given  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (August  10,  p.  235,  and  August  31,  pp.  361  and 
380),  a  man  was  arrested  at  Grasmere  recently,  who  is 
probably  the  much-wanted  "  Colonel  "  with  a  penchant  for 
photographies  and  cheque-books.  A  short  paragraph  in  last 
week's  issue  (p.  391)  announced  the  arrest  and  remand,  and 
on  September  4  the  man,  who  gave  the  name  of  David 
Graham,  was  charged  at  Ambleside  with  the  theft  of  a 
cheque-book  and  with  obtaining  goods  to  the  value  of 
11/.  6s.  and  14s.  in  money  from  Mr.  Thomas  Bell,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Ambleside,  by  means  of  a  worthless  cheque. 
According  to  the  evidence  there  given,  the  cheque-book  was 
stolen  from  luggage  belonging  to  Captain  C.  H.  Bennett, 
who  was  staying  at  the  Red  Lion  Hotel,  Grasmere.  One  of 
the  cheques,  made  out  for  12?.  and  signed  "  G.  F.  Osborne," 
was  given  to  Mr.  Bell  in  payment  for  a  camera  and  acces- 
sories bought  by  the  prisoner.  Mr.  Bell  presented  the 
cheque  in  due  course,  but  was  informed  by  wire  that  there 
was  no  account.  In  the  result,  Graham  was  committed  for 
trial  at  the  Quarter  Sessions.

The  "  Dundee  Advertiser  "  of  September  7  devotes  a  long 
article  to  Sir  David  Brewster's  original  stereoscope,  which, 
it  appears,  is  the  property  of  a  well-known  St.  Andrews  lady 
who  was  actively  engaged  with  Sir  David  in  his  experiments. 
Sir  David  was  at  the  time  residing  at  Rossie  Priory  with  the 
late  Lord  Kinnaird,  and  together  they  made  some  of  the 
earliest  experiments  in  photography,  Lord  Kinnaird  pro- 
viding the  chemicals.  It  may  be  recalled  that  the  veteran 
St.  Andrews  pharmacist,  Mr.  Govan,  gave  the  C.  <£•  D.  some 
particulars  of  these  early  experiments  on  the  occasion  of  the 
B.P.C.  visiting  Dundee. 

Much  regret  was  expressed  here  when,  on  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 7,  the  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Henry  Bellyse  Baildon, 
lecturer  in  English  language  and  literature  at  the  Univer- 
sity College,  became  known.  Dr.  Baildon  (who  was  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist)  left  his  residence  on  the  previous  after- 
noon, accompanied  by  nis  wife,  for  a  saunter  along  Black- 
ness Road,  and  proceeded  towards  the  old  quarry  at  Hill- 
side of  Balgay — a  favourite  resort  of  his.  When  near  the 
farm  he  expressed  a  desire  to  engage  in  a  smart  walk, 
and  with  that  intent  he  left  his  wife,  who  meanwhile  re- 
turned home.  As  he  did  not  appear  at  the  usual  dinner- 
hour  Mrs.  Baildon  naturally  became  anxious.  Her  alarm 
was  increased  when  a  dog,  which  had  remained  with  Dr. 
Baildon,  came  home  without  his  master.  By  this  time 
darkness  had  set  in,  and  no  steps  could  be  taken  to  trace 
Dr.  Baildon  until  Saturday  morning,  when  an  inquiry  was 
instituted  without  success.  About  midday  a  policeman 
found  a  body  lying  at  the  foot  of  Hillside  quarry,  and  this 
was  identified  as  that  of  Dr.  Baildon.  There  was  no 
mark  on  the  body  saving  a  discoloration  behind  one 
ear.  Near  by  was  an  empty  4-oz.  blue  poison,  labelled 
"A.B.C.  Liniment,"  and  with  the  name  Harry  Kemp, 
Chorlton-cum-Hardy.  This,  it  appears,  had  been  in  use  by 
Mrs.  Baildon.  The  mark  behind  the  ear  was  probably 
caused  by  falling  on  a  broom  bush.  It  is  oui 
two  months  since  Dr.  Baildon  married  Mrs.  Alary 
Marv  Ann  Keller,  of  Manchester.  He  had  resided  w 
Dundee  since  his  appointment  as  lecturer  in  1901,  aa 
spent  much  of  his  time  in  Edinburgh,  and  last  month  de- 
livered at  the  University  there  a  series  o£  'ect"re.? ,°" 
Scottish  poetry  during  the  vacation  course.  Dr.  isauauu 
was  fifty-eight  years  of  age.

Mr.  D.  Anthony,  chemist  and  druggist,  Cardiff,  claims  to 
have  made  the  discovery  of  a  salve  with  which  diseased 
bone  is  scientifically  treated  so  that  it  is  absolutely  saved 
from  further  decay,  while  new  bone  replaces  that  which  has 
wasted.

1  per  case  in  the  fees  for  vaccination,  and  unless  the  Guar- 
dians and  the  vaccinators  come  to  an  agreement  before 
1;  October  1  the  scale  of  fees  will  have  to  be  fixed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

The  Swimming-baths. 
A  singular  action  was  brought  at  the  Merthyr  Ccunty 
Court  on  September  6  against  Mr.  V.  A.  Wills,  chemist  and 
'  druggist,  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Vaughan,  solicitor,  as  executors 
under  a  will,  for  wrongfully  taking  possession  of  the 
Gwaunfawr  Swimming  Baths  and  letting  them  to  the 
Merthyr  Swimming  Club.  The  action  was  brought  by  a 
Mrs.  H.  Adler,  who  said  she  succeeded  her  husband  as 
tenant  of  the  baths  at  a  rental  of  10Z.  per  annum.  She  had 
paid  her  rent  up  to  the  end  of  the  last  season,  and  through 
defendants  forcibly  taking  possession  in  January  last  she 
had  sustained  a  loss  of  601. ,  which  she  now  sought  to  recover. 
Defendants  contended  that  the  tenancy  was  only  from 
season  to  season,  and  that  plaintiff  owed  them  281.  arrears 
of  rent,  for  which  they  counterclaimed.  After  a  lengthy 
hearing  Judge  Roberts  gave  judgment  for  defendants  on 
3oth  the  claim  and  counterclaim.

The  Jardin  des  Plantes. — The  state  of  dilapidation 
into  which  this  interesting  and  historical  establishment 
has  been  allowed  to  fall  of  late  years  is  felt  by  many 
Frenchmen  to  be  little  short  of  a  national  disgrace.  De- 
spairing of  obtaining  sufficient  financial  assistance  from  the 
Government,  it  is  proposed  to  endeavour  to  raise  a  sum 
by  private  subscription,  and  a  meeting  will  shortly  be  held 
to  organise  a  definite  scheme. 

Cleopatra's  Pearl. — The  tale  of  the  pearl  which  was 
dissolved  in  vinegar  and  served  as  a  beverage  at  a  banquet 
offered  to  Mark  Antony  by  Cleopatra  is  familiar  to  all.  It 
may  not  be  equally  well  known  that  the  late  M.  Berthelot 
experimented  on  the  possibility  of  thus  dissolving  a  pearl. 
He  came  to  the  conclusion  that  to  effect  such  a  prompt 
dissolution  in  vinegar,  Cleopatra  must — presumably  in  the 
presence  of  Mark  Antony — have  had  the  pearl  previously 
pulverised. 

The  Repression  of  Fraud. — The  French  Government 
published  last  week  two  elaborate  decrees  concerning  the 
suppression  of  fraud  in  foodstuffs.  One  relates  to  wine 
and  the  other  to  the  butter  and  margarine  trade.  The  use 
of  chemical  substances  as  colouring-matters,  especially  in  the 
case  of  wines,  is  the  subject  of  notable  restrictions.  Also 
a  very  important  point  is  the  control  of  the  marks'  word- 
ing on  packages,  in  catalogues,  advertisements,  etc.,  which 
may  convey  a  false  impression  as  to  the  nature  of  the  goods. 

Cancer. — The  Paris  sanitary  authorities  have  decided  to 
go  thoroughly  into  the  question  as  to  whether  rooms  previ- 
ously inhabited  by  cancer  patients  are  liable  to  retain  germs 
of  the  disease,  which  may  be  transmitted  to  other  persons. 
An  opinion  prevails  in  certain  medical  circles  that  this  is 
the  case,  and  coincidences  of  apparent  transmission  of 
the  malady  for  periods  extending  over  twenty  years  are 
pointed  out.  During  the  second  half  of  last'  year  a  census 
was  taken  of  all  the  known  houses  where  persons  suffering 
from  cancer  died.  These  comprise  over  1,009  cases,  and 
as  the  houses  are  being  controlled,  the  result  of  this  inquiry 
will  be  awaited  with  interest. 

The  Sterilised  Railway  Traveller. — The  fear  of  the 
microbe,  which  is  the  beginning  of  hygienic  wisdom,  has  for 
some  time  been  apparent  in  railway  dining-cars,  toothpicks 
dipped  in  an  antiseptic  solution  and  wrapped  in  paper, 
and  (more  recently)  in  the  long  French  loaves  similarly 
hermetically  enveloped  in  transparent  but  impermeable 
wrappers.  The  refreshment  rooms  are  now  beginning  to 
follow  suit.  At  the  Nantes  buffet  I  noticed  even  the  penny- 
Breton  cakes  were  served  in  impermeable  paper,  while  on 
the  dining-table  were  bottles  labelled  "Filtered  water, 
sterilised  at  121°  C,  free  from  germs,  20  centimes."  To 
keep  the  economical  diner  from  the  temptation  of  risking 
his  health  for  twopence,  the  ordinary  carafes  were  con- 
spicuous by  their  absence. 

Cannes  in  Summer  Time. — A  correspondent,  writing 
from  Cannes  last  month,  tells  about  the  summer  aspect  of 
the  famous  wintering  place.  Of  the  sixteen  or  seventeen 
pharmacies,  a  dozen  are  in  the  rue  d'Antibes  and  its  con- 
tinuation towards  the  rue  de  Frejus.  Four-fifths  of  the 
shops  in  this  main  business  thoroughfare  are  closed.  Some 
bear  inscriptions  to  the  effect  that  they  are  open  for  a  few 
hours  each  morning,  or  for  two  or  three  days  a  week,  but 
most  content  themselves  with  the  simple  statement  that 
they  will  reopen  in  October  or  November.  The  exceptions 
to  this  rule  of  general  closing  are  the  pharmacies.  Both 
Messrs.  Brearley  and  Bascoul  are  away,  and  the  pharmacy 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  painters  outside ;  but  inside  a  capable 
young  assistant  was  carrying  on  business  as  usual.  At 
two  or  three  other  pharmacies  in  the  rue  d'Antibes  the 
proprietors  were  on  duty,  in  spite  of  the  canicular  heat. 
Wiser  in  his  generation  was  the  pharmacist  whose  establish- 
ment has  a  pleasant  look-out  upon  the  fishing  port.  He 
sat  at  the  receipt  of  custom  in  a  chair  outside  the  door, 
under  some  shady  trees,  white  trousered  and  white  waist- 
coated  and  summer-shod,  enjoying  the  sea  breeze  and  a 
trade  journal.  There  is  some  talk  of  making  the  town 
a  summer  seaside  resort,  and  the  local  papers  are  discussing 
the  possibility  of  industrial  developments.

Cape  Colony. 

Laying  Poisoned  Grain. — A  Bill  has  been  introduced  in 
the  Cape  Legislative  Assembly  by  Mr.  J.  A.  van  Zyl  to 
amend  the  law  controlling  the  use  of  poison  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  vermin  and  wild  animals.  It  provides  against  the 
indiscriminate  laying  of  poisoned  grain,  seed,  grass,  hay, 
"or  any  other  substance  forming  an  article  of  food  for 
live  stock." 

On  the  Reef. — Messrs.  N.  0.  Ruffel,  Ltd.,  have  sold 
seven  of  their  branches  in  Kimberley  and  district.  The 
original  business  at  69  l)e  Beers  Road,  Kimberley,  has 
been  taken  over  by  Mr.  G.  Smith  Houghton,  chemist  and 
druggist.  Messrs.  Burton  &  Co.  have  taken  over  the 
Beaeonsfield  business,  and  Messrs.  Wilkins  &  Co.  have 
acquired  the  Jones  Street  and  Dutoitspan  Road  businesses. 
The  business  outlook  in  Kimberley  is  decidedly  gloomy  at 
present  (writes  a  Kimberley  correspondent).  De  Beers 
have  discharged  600  white  men  and  4,000  natives,  and  as 
the  railway  and  police  are  also  retrenching,  trade  must  fall 
oft".  The  Johannesburg  drug  houses  are  making  a  bold 
bid  for  Kimberley  trade,  and  so  far  as  patents  are  con- 
cerned they  are  successful. 

Transvaal. 

Prison  Medicines. — The  contract  for  the  supply  of 
medicines  referred  to  in  our  issue  of  September  7,  p.  398, 
is  for  the  Johannesburg  gaol  only. 

Not  Guilty. — At  Johannesburg,  on  August  15,  the 
Magistrate  (Mr.  De  Villiers)  found  T.  C.  C.  Glasser  not 
guilty  of  a  charge  of  performing  the  duties  of  a  medical 
practitioner  without  being  qualified  under  the  Ordinance 
(C.  tt-  D.,  September  7,  p.  398).  It  was  alleged  that  the 
accused  had  prescribed  for  and  diagnosed  illnesses  of  men 
named  Redlinghuis  and  Kleynhans.  Evidence  was  given 
by  the  two  men  mentioned,  and  under  cross-examination  the 
latter  admitted  he  went  to  trap  the  accused.  The  accused, 
in  his  evidence,  said  it  was  necessary  for  him  as  a  qualified 
chemist  to  know  the  nature  of  a  man's  complaint,  but  he 
never  diagnosed  ot  performed  the  work  of  a  doctor,  and 
he  charged  tariff  prices.  Another  chemist  stated  that  the 
prices  were  regulation  prices,  and  the  accused,  who  is  a 
Pretoria  chemist  with  the  Orange  River  Colony  qualifica- 
tion, was  discharged. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 
A  General  Meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  Cape 
Town  on  August  15.  Councillor  J.  Jones  (Vice-President) 
occupied  the  chair,  and  among  others  present  were  Messrs. 
D.  K.  Petersen  (Petersen,  Ltd.),  F.  C.  Mathew  (Heynes, 
Mathew  &  Co.),  J.  Austen  Thomas,  W.  Turnbull,  and  James 
Dell  (Secretary). 

Proposed  Opium  Regulations.— The  report  of  the  interview 
between  the  representatives  of  the  Society  (Messrs.  D.  K. 
Petersen,  J.  S.  North,  and  J.  Jones)  and  Dr.  A.  J.  Gregory,' 
medical  officer  of  health  for  the  Colony,  regarding  the  pro- 
posed opium  regulations  was  read- by  the  Secretary.  Mr. 
Jones  asked  Dr.  Gregory  to  explain  whether  the  Cape  regula- 
tions were  meant  to  regulate  the  sale  or  simply  to  suppress 
the  use  of  opium  for  smoking  purposes.  Dr.  Gregory  replied 
that  the  Act,  which  was  really  a  Customs  Act,  was  intended 
to  prohibit  importation,  except  by  persons  authorised  by  the 
Government,  so  that  opium  could  not  find  its  way  into  the 
Colony  for  smoking  purposes,  the  Transvaal  and  other 
Colonies  having  passed  similar  regulations.  Mr.  Jones  said 
that  in  the  Trajisvaal  anyone  by  complying  with  the  regula- 
tions could  obtain  2  lb.  per  month,  whether  for  smoking  or 
other  use,  but  m  the  Cape  it  could  be  sold  only  for  "  medicinal 
purposes.  What  was  the  definition  of  that  term?  Local 
chemists,  said  Mr.  Jones,  objected  to  being  subjected  to  more 
stringent  measures  than  their  confreres  in  neighbouring 
Colonies,  and  as  opium-smokers  would  have  the  drug  by  legi- 
timate means  or  otherwise,  it  would  be  better  to  regulate  the 
sale  through  proper  channels  than  compel  these  men  to  resort 
to  smuggling.  The  deputation  also  asked  that  the  words 
^poppies  and  preparations  of  poppies"  be  deleted.  The 
stock-book,"  also,  they  considered,  contained  too  many 
details,  and  would  be  very  difficult  to  keep.  Mr.  Petersen 
asked  who  was  responsible  for  the  proper  use  of  the  opium 


after  it  had  passed  from  the  wholesaler  or  importer  to  a 
retailer.  Dr.  Gregory  said  the  definition  of  "  medicinal  pur- 
poses "  and  the  question  of  giving  prescriptions  for  large 
quantities  had  been  submitted  to  the  Medical  Council.  He 
could  not  give  an  opinion  on  these  points  at  the  moment,  but 
a  chemist  would  be  absolutely  protected  if  opium  was  sold  on 
a  medical  man's  prescription.  With  reference  to  the  words 
"  poppies  and  preparations  of  poppies,"  he  was  unable  to. 
give  an  exact  definition  of  what  was  intended,  but  only  opium 
and  its  extract  were  of  real  importance.  In  the  keeping  of 
the  stock-book,  if  a  large  quantity  were  sold,  there  would  have 
to  be  a  correct  record  of  the  sale  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions, but  all  that  would  be  necessary  for  small  sales  or  for 
quantities  used  solely  for  medicinal  or  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes  would  be  a  record  of  the  amount  and  its  subsequent 
use.  In  conclusion,  Dr.  Gregory  said  that,  according  to  the 
regulations,  the  importer  had  to  assume  all  responsibility, 
even  after  the  opium  had  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  retailer. 
He  hoped,  however,  that  it  would  be  possible  to  amend  the 
law  in  that  respect.  He  would  bring  all  the  points  raised  by 
the  deputation  to  the  notice  of  the  Government. 

Benevolence. — As  soon  as  it  was  ascertained  that  the  widow 
and  children  of  the  late  James  Stephen  Kernick  were  desti- 
tute, a  subscription-list  was  opened  for  their  relief  at  the 
request  of  the  President  and  members  of  the  Society.  The 
total  amount  collected  was  26/.  lbs.,  including  a  donation  of 
10/.  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Society.  It  was  decided 
to  close  the  list  and  send  a  cheque  for  the  total  sum  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Ravenscroft,  who  received  all  donations.  This  ter- 
minated the  business  of  the  meeting. 


Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board. 
The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  at  Johannesburg 
on  August  16,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie, 
the  other  members  present  being  Messrs.  R.  Butters,  J.  K. 
Jones,  and  Chas.  Keir.     The  usual  preliminary  business, 
having  been  transacted,  the  Board  proceeded  to  consider  the 
case  of  a  registered  chemist  who  had  been  found  guilty  in  the 
Magistrate's  Court,  Johannesburg,  of  being  in  illegal  posses- 
sion of  opium.    The  chemist  in  question,  who  had  been  asked 
to  appear  before  the  Board  to  show  cause  why  his  name  should 
not  be  erased  from  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists, 
attended  in  person,  and  made  a  statement  detailing  the  cir- 
cumstances leading  to  his  arrest  and  conviction,  concluding, 
by  asking  the  Board  to  show  leniency.    After  consideration  of. 
the  case  in  camera  the  President  announced  that  the  Board 
considered  the  explanation  of  the  accused  most  unsatisfactory, 
but  in  consideration  of  his  youth  and  inexperience,  and  m 
view  of  his  recent  arrival  in  a  new  country — with  the  laws  of. 
which  he  was  advised  to  make  himself  more  conversant — the 
Board  had  decided  not  to  take  extreme  measures.   He  was, 
however,  severely  reprimanded  and  cautioned  that,  should  his, 
conduct  be  called  in  question  on  any  future  occasion,  this 
finding  would  have  a  serious  bearing.    A  list  of  permits  to. 
import  opium  recommended  during  the  preceding  month  was 
confirmed.    Applications  were  received  from  two  firms  for 
endorsement  of  permits  to  purchase  large  quantities  of  con- 
fiscated opium  from  the  Customs  Department.    The  Transvaal 
Opium  Ordinance  as  at  present  constituted  makes  no  pro- 
vision for  the  disposal  of  contraband  opium,  and  it  was  decided 
that,    before   making   any   recommendation,   some  official 
declaration  should  be  obtained  from  the  Customs  Department 
as  to  their  authority  to  sell  the  opium,  the  applications  to  be 
endorsed  in  the  event  of  a  satisfactory  explanation  being 
received. 


Transvaal  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
On  August  13  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Society  was  held  at 
the  Trocadero,  Johannesburg,  the  President  (Mr.  Alexander 
Rennie)  being  in  the  chair.  On  his  left  was  Dr.  van  Niekerk, 
and  Dr.  G.  K  Murray,  President  of  the  Transvaal  Medical 
Society,  was  seated  on  his  right.  Upwards  of  eighty  were 
present,  among  others  being  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A. 
(Boksburg),  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  F.C.S.  (President  of  the 
Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board),  Messrs.  Robert  Butters,  Charles. 
Keir,  and  J.  R.  Jones  (Pretoria),  members  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  A.  Cameron  (Secretary  of  the  Board). 
There  were  also  present  Messrs.  R.  Q.  Leeds  (Lennon,  Ltd.),. 
James  Johnston  (Petersen,  Ltd.),  A.  E.  Adams  (Loewenstein, 
Adams  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  A.  S.  Smith  (Smith,  Rive  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
L.  R.  Tibbit  (Phillips  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Pretoria),  E.  J.  Adcock, 
J. P.  (Krugersdorp),  Austin  Purnell  (Lennon,  Ltd.,  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  Society),  A.  Macdonald,  J.  W.  Norman,  Oeo. 
F.  Pirie  (Germiston),  W.  G.  Lay,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  b.  M. 
Hendry).  Mr.  M.  Elgar  (of  Martin  Elgar,  Ltd.,  Cape  town) 
and  Mr.  H.  B.  Reddick  (of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Africa,  Ltd.), 
were  among  the  visitors.  Full  justice  having  been  done  to 
an  excellent  dinner  and  to  the  toast  of  "  The  King,'  Dr.  van 
Niekerk  proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Iraus- 
vaal."    Mr.  Rennie,  in  responding,  spoke  of  the  good  wort 
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done  by  the  Society.    They  had  by  strenuous  effort  secured  a 
Pharmacy  Board  and  the  best  pharmacy  law  in  the  world, 
or  at  least,  it  would  have  been  were  it  not  for  some  selfish 
people  in  Pretoria.    (Laughter.)    The  Customs  tariff  had  up- 
set their  calculations  considerably—a  1/.  per  gallon  on  spirit 
was  too  much— and  the  Society  obtained  a  concession  from  the 
Government,  so  to-day  they  could  make  tinctures  at  a  reason- 
able figure.    Another  matter  was  the  patent-medicine  stamps. 
Some  export  firms  had  taken  off  the  stamps  altogether,  and 
the  chemist  overseas  got  the  benefit  of  it.    "  Our  Country  and 
Parliament  "  was  given  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Adeock,  J. P.,  of  Krugers- 
dorp,  who  observed,  among  other  things,  that  the  decision  of 
the  Government  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  the  Chinese 
was  bound,  in  his  opinion,  to  have  a  detrimental  effect  on  the 
country  at  large.    He  thought  there  could  be  no  expansion, 
no  material  advancement  in  the  Transvaal,  unless  labour 
could  be  found.    Personally,  he  felt  that  if  the  Government 
would  make  a  definite  statement  about  the  new  form  of  labour 
that  it  had  in  mind,  it  would  stop  the  "  drop  "  that  had  set  in. 
Referring  to  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  "  their  chemist  member  of 
Parliament,"  he  said  they  were  proud  of  his  unselfish  devotion 
to  the  duty  he  had  taken  upon  himself  in  representing  the 
chemists  of  the  Transvaal  in  Parliament.    In  conclusion,  he 
urged  that  they  as  chemists  and  good  citizens  could  do  their 
share  in  assisting  the  Government.    They  had  a  wonderful 
reef,  the  potentialities  of  the  country  were  enormous,  and  if 
they  made  up  their  minds  to  pull  as  one  man,  to  do  their  duty 
as  citizens,  they  would  make  the  Transvaal  what  it  should  be 
—one  of  the  brightest  jewels  in  the  British  Empire.    Mr.  B. 
Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.,  who  was  loudly  cheered  when  he  rose  to 
reply,  spoke  of  his  recent  visit  to  the  Old  Country,  when  he 
attended  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  in  London,  and  responded  to  an  interpolated 
toast  on  "  The  Colonial  Empire."    It  was  a  great  pleasure 
for  him  to  sit  by  the  side  of  the  father  of  pharmacy,  Mr. 
Michael  Carteighe,  and  to  tell  him  of  the  rapid  ;,trides  made 
during  the  last  two  or  three  years  in  South  Africa.  The 
present  time  he  considered  to  be  the  most  important  in  the 
history  of  the  Transvaal.    What  was  wanted  in  the  country 
was  men  imbued  with  a  sense  of  a  deep  desire  to  do  something, 
however  little  it  might  be,  to  advance  the  Transvaal :  to  do 
something  for  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  country. 
They  might  talk  to  him  about  the  mineral  wealth  of  the 
country,  about  its  great  possibilities,  but  he  would  like  to 
impress  upon  each  one  present  that,  although  these  things 
were  great  assets  in  the  Transvaal,  there  were  some  still  greater 
assets  which  a  country  might  possess — good  men  and  good 
women  who  were  anxious  to  make  the  country  one  of  the  most 
flourishing  and  prosperous  dominions  in  the  Empire.  (Ap- 
plause.)  The  country  was  what  the  people  made  it.    If  they 
became  permeated  with  the  best  interests  of  the  country  in 
which  they  lived  it  would  prosper  in  the  measure  in  which 
they  desired  it.    South  Africa  was  destined  to  be  a  great 
country.   Unfortunately  of  late  it  had  been  grossly  misrepre- 
sented and  misunderstood.    They  in  the  Transvaal  needed 
rest  from  the  bitterness  of  party  strife  :  rest  from  the  unreason- 
ableness of  a  Parliament  more  than  6,000  miles  away ;  rest 
from  feud  between  capital  and  labour,  political  intrigue,  and 
wrangling  between  the  two  white  races.    He  had  great  faith 
in  the  recuperative  powers  of  the  country,  and  could  not  think 
that  its  best  chapter  had  been  told.    Co-operation  and  the 
elimination  of  racialism  would  do  a  great  deal  towards  making 
the  Transvaal  prosperous.    South  Africa  was  bound  to  be 
federated  sooner  or  later  ;  federation,  however,  seemed  a  long 
way  off,  and  at  the  present  juncture  they  had  to  consider  their 
own  Colony,  and  do  their  best  for  it,  and  it  was  for  the  other 
Colonies  to  do  the  same.     (Loud  applause.)     Mr.  Austin 
Purnell,  in  proposing  "The  Medical  Society,"  spoke  of  the 
good  feeling  that  existed  between  the  profession  and  chemists 
m  the  Transvaal,  and  Dr.  Murray  replied.    "  The  Pharmacy 
Board  "  was  submitted  by  Mr.  A.  S.  Smith,  who  referred  to 
the  excellent  work  done  by  the  Board  since  1905.    The  Board 
was  the  youngest  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  British  Em- 
Plre.'  out  it  is  one  of  the  most  important,  inasmuch  as  it  was 
in  the  happy  position  of  being  able  to  tender  advice  to  other 
Boards.   Even  the  Mother  Land  was  to-day  agitating  to 
secure  what  they  in  the  Transvaal  already  had  in  relation  to 
company  law"  as  applied  to  pharmacy.    Mr.  J.  H.  Din- 
v.oodie,  F.C.S.,  who  acknowledged  the  toast,  made  an  appeal 
to  aa  employers  to  indenture  apprentices  in  the  Colony,  and 
not  to  send  over  the  sea  when  they  required  an  assistant.  The

_  The  Dominion  of  New  Zealand.— By  a  Royal  Proclama- 
tion, dated  Buckingham  Palace,  September  9,  on  and  after 
September  26,  1907,  the  colony  of  New  Zealand  and  the  terri- 
tory belonging  thereto  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  title 
of  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand. 

Spice  Organisation.— The  more  important  firms  of  spice 
importers  and  grinders  in  America  held  a  meeting  in  New 
York  recently  and  agreed  to  combine,  under  the  title  of 
the  American  Spice  Trade  Association.  Over  fifty  firms 
were  represented  at  the  meeting,  and  officers  were  elected, 
the  secretary  appointed  being  Mr.  John  Clarke,  of  John 
Clarke  &  Co.  Standing  committees  were  elected  on  arbitra- 
tion, on  contracts,  and  on  standards. 

Deutscher  Apotheker  Verein. — The  annual  meeting  of 
this  association  of  German  pharmacists  was  held  at  Eisen- 
bach  last  week  (September  3  to  5)  under  the  presidency  of 
Dr.  H.  Salzmann,  military  apothecary.  As  was  to  be  ex- 
pected, the  Imperial  Pharmacy  Bill  was  discussed  at  con- 
siderable length,  also  the  question  of  shorter  hours,  and 
other  matters  of  purely  German-trade  interest.  In  the 
course  of  the  meeting  Professor  A.  Tschirch  (Berne),  Pro- 
fessor Carl  Hartwich  (Zurich),  and  Dr.  C.  Hoermann  (Royal 
Court  pharmacist,  Berlin)  were  elected  honorary  members. 
The  Fliickiger  medal  was  awarded  to  Professor  Edouard 
Heckel,  Director  of  the  Colonial  Institute,  Marseilles. 
The  Verein  will  meet  in  Darmstadt  in  1908,  and  probably  in 
Berlin  in  1909. 

American  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The  fifty- 
fifth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  Astor,  New  York,  be- 
ginning on  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 2.  Mr.  Leo  Eliel,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association,  took 
the  chair  at  the  General 
Sessions,  which  commenced 
on  that  day  and  were  con- 
tinued on  Tuesday.  Several 
hundred  members  were  pre- 
sent, and  every  State  in  the 
Union  was  represented.  The 
following  officers  were 
elected  for  the  ensuing 
year  :

He  passed  the  Major  examination  on  July  19, 
1855.  Although  not  the  first  Britisher  to  occupy  the  presi- 
dential chair  of  the  Association,  he  is  the  first  Major  man 
to  attain  to  that  position.

The  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

What  is  a  Wholesale  Transaction  ? 
'At  the  Lambeth  Police  Court,  on  September  10,  William 
Fred  Mawer,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  332  Kenning- 
ton  Road,  London,  S.E.,  was  summoned,  before 
Mr.  Hopkins,  at  the  instance  of  the  police,  for  selling  a 
certain  poison — viz.,  hydrocyanic  acid — to  one  Alfred  Wi 
kinson  without  before  delivery  making,  or  causing  to  be 
made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  an  entry  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr. 
Cyril  H.  Kirby  (Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby)  defended  on  behalf 
of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 

The  proceedings  arose  from  a  coroner's  inquest  in  regard 
to  the  death  on  August  19  of  Alfred  B.  Wilkinson,  formerly 
a  chemist's  assistant  and  latterly  a  traveller.  The  inquest 
was  reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  August  31, 
p.  368.  It  was  found  that  Wilkinson  had  committed 
suicide  by  taking  3  dr.  of  hydrocyanic  acid  pur 
chased  at  the  defendant's  pharmacy,  and  sold  at  wholesale 
terms  without  entry  in  the  poison-book. 

The  only  witness  for  the  prosecution  was  Police-Sergeant 
Ing,  who  informed  the  Court  that  on  the  day  after 
Wilkinson  was  found  on  Clapham  Common  dying  he  went 
to  defendant's  shop  about  the  matter.  There  Mr.  Mawer 
informed  witness  that  he  had  known  Wilkinson  for  ten 
years,  and  stated  that  he  had  been  supplied  in  his  shop 
the  previous  day  with  3  dr.  of  prussic  acid  to 
make  up  a  cough-mixture.  The  sale  had  not  been  entered 
in  the  poison-book  because  trade  sales  were  treated  the 
same  way  as  wholesale  ones.  He  told  the  defendant  he 
should  report  the  particulars.  Answering  the  Magistrate, 
the  sei'geant  said  the  bottle  was  labelled  "  Hydrocyanic 
Acid.  Poison,"  with  the  defendant's  name  and  address. 
Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Kirby,  witness  said  the  label  shown 
to  him  by  Mr.  Kirby  was  a  similar  one.  The  Coroner  had 
retained  the  bottle. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Is  he  going  to  be  called  ?— The  Officer  :  No,  sir. 

Then  we  slyin't  have  the  bottle  here  ? — No,  sir. 

I  suppose  you  have  seen  it  ? — Yes,  sir. 

Is  it  a  blue  fluted-bottle  ? — Yes,  sir. 

You  saw  the  defendant,  you  say,  on  the  20th— that  is  tlie 
clay  after  the  man  died  ? — Yes,  sir. 

He  said  he  had  known  the  deceased  for  ten  years  ? — Yes, 
sir. 

Did  he  tell  you  that  Wilkinson  was  an  assistant  of  his 
at  one  time  ? — Yes,  nine  years  before. 

And  that  he  had  known  him  since  as  a  traveller? — Yes. 

Wilkinson  had  been  a  traveller  for  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co., 
and  afterwards  for  Kay's,  and  Mr.  Mawer  had  done  busi- 
ness with  him  as  the  representative  of  those  firms?— Yes 
sir. 

And  that  he  wanted  hydrocyanic  acid  to  make  up  a  cou"h- 
mixture  ? — Yes. 

Did  Mr.  Mawer  tell  you  that  Wilkinson  had  given  him 
the  prescription  when  he  was  in  his  service  ?— Yes,  sir. 

And  that  Wilkinson  said  he  wanted  the  prussic  acid  to 
add  to  the  other  ingredients  of  the  cough-mixture ''—  No 
sir. 

Did  he  say  that  Wilkinson  said  he  wanted  the  prussic 
acid  at  once  :  he  was  rather  in  a  hurrv  as  he  wanted  to  go 
to  the  test-match  at  the  Oval  ?— He  said  he  wanted  it  as  he 
had  no  time  to  go  to  the  City. 

He  wanted  to  go  to  the  Oval  ?— He  did  not  say  the  Oval. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  man  did  go  to  the  Oval  ''—Yes  sir- 
well,  a  scoring-card  of  the  match  was  found  on  him. 
Mr.  Hopkins  :  That  is  the  case,  is  it  ? 
The  Sergeant  :  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Sir,  I  think  I  can  best  illustrate  the 
peculiarities  of  this  Act  by  pointing  out  to  your  Worship 
that  you  are  being  asked  by  the  prosecution  to  penalise  a 
qualified  man,  a  registered  chemist,  for  selling  to  an  un- 
qualified man  in  a  way  for  which  an  unqualified  man  could 
not  have  been  penalised  if  he  had  sold  to  the  defendant. 
The  transaction,  I  submit,  in  this  case  was  a  wholesale 
transaction. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  Wholesale  ? 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Yes,  sir.  Your  Worship  will  hear  the 
evidence  upon  that  point.  Clearly  it  would  have  been  a 
wholesale  transaction  if  it  had  been  the  other  way  round, 
for  Wilkinson,  who  was  in  fact  in  a  small  way  of 'business 
as  a  manufacturer  of  cough-mixture,  if  he  had  sold  to 


Mr.  Mawer  prussic  acid,  which  he  was  perfectly  entitled 
to  do,  with  only  the  formalities  observed  in  this  case,  could 
not  have  been  convicted.  It  is  a  rather  strange  thing  if 
Mr.  Mawer  can  be  convicted  and  Wilkinson  not. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  He  surely  can,  can't  he,  unless  you  can 
satisfy  me  that  this  is  a  wholesale  transaction  ? 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  am  afraid  that  is  so,  but  it  just  illustrates 
the  extraordinary  position  a  man  is  placed  in  under  this 
Act.  Proceeding,  Mr.  Kirby  submitted  that  the  de- 
fendant only  did  what  he  was  perfectly  entitled  to  do- 
supplied  another  man  in  the  trade  with  something  for  which 
he  had  an  urgent  reason. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  No,  no.  What  are  the  words  of  the- 
statute — "  Sales  by  wholesale  to  retail  dealers  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing."  You  have  to  show 
that  3  dr.  of  prussic  acid  is  wholesale  and  that  Wilkinson 
was  a  retail  dealer. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  May  I  point  out  this  further  fact  ?  A 
wholesale  dealer  needs  no  qualification.  There  is  nothing 
in  the  Act  which  requires  any  qualification  from  a  whole- 
sale dealer.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  many  of  the  wholesale 
dealers  are  not  qualified. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  Very  likely,  but  that  does  not  touch  the 
section  you  are  dealing  with. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Therefore  Wilkinson  was  carrying  on  a 
perfectly  legal  trade.  Wilkinson  was  in  fact,  if  not  the 
inventor,  the  introducer  of  a  cough-mixture  which  was  in 
Mr.  Mawer's  recipe-book.  He  didn't  give  Mr.  Mawer 
the  exclusive  right  to  make  it  up  and  sell  it.  He  retained 
the  right  to  himself,  and  it  may  be  that  other  people  had 
it  as  well.  It  was  a  fact  that  he  did  make  up  this  cough- 
mixture  and  sell  it  to  chemists,  as  he  was  entitled  to  do  as 
a  wholesale  dealer.  He  needed  no  qualification,  no  regis',  -rt- 
tion  ;  nothing  whatever  was  required  of  such  a  man  except 
that  when  he  sold  a  poison  he  should  sell  it  with  a  poison 
label,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller.  There  are  two  sets  of  regulations 
under  this  section  :  one  applies  to  wholesale  transactions  and 
the  other  to  retail  ones. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  That  may  be,  but  I  am  dealing  with  this 
very  section,  and  your  only  way  out  of  it  is  to  show  that 
this  was  a  sale  by  wholesale  to  a  retail  dealer. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  May  I  put  this  ?  Supposing  one  wholesale 
dealer  sells  to  another ;  supposing  the  second  wholesale 
dealer  comes  and  says,  "  I  want  some  prussic  acid  to  make 
up  a  quantity  of  stuff  which  I  have  an  urgent  order  for. 
Give  it  to  me  and  I  will  take  it  away.  I  want 
3  dr."  If  that  amount  is  served  in  the  way  in 
which  this  man  was  served,  surely  it  is  not  to  be  said  that 
Mr.  Mawer  is  liable  to  a  penalty.  They  are  both  carrying 
on  a  perfectly  lawful  trade  in  a  perfectly  lawful  way. 
When  it  happens,  as  it  sometimes  does,  that  a  chemist 
intending  to  commit  suicide  takes  one  of  his  own  drugs 
which  he  has  purchased  from  a  wholesale  merchant,  is  the 
wholesale  dealer  to  be  penalised  for  that? 

Mr.  Hopkins  again  quoted  the  words  of  the  section,  and 
asked,  "  How  am  I  to  get  out  of  the  words?  " 

Mr.  Kirby  suggested  that  his  Worship  should  read  the 
section  as  a  whole.  There  were  two  sets  of  regulations 
as  to  poisons — those  which  applied  to  retail  sales  where  a 
man  must  enter  particulars  in  the  poison  book,  and  those 
for  wholesale  sales  where  all  a  man  was  required  to  do  was 
what  was  done  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  Where  do  you  get  that? 
Mr.  Kirby  :  Well,  your  Worship,  begin  at  the  beginning. 
It  may  possibly  explain  some  of  the  difficulties  of  this  Act 
when  I  say  that  this  section  of  the  Act  was  drafted  by  a 
medical  man,  while  the  rest  of  the  Act  was  drafted  by  a 
man  who  was  not  a  medical  man.  Mr.  Kirby  proceeded  to 
read  the  section  as  follows  : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  poison  either  by  wholesale 
or  retail,  unless  the  box,  bottle, "vessel,  wrapper,  or  cover  m 
which  such  poison  is  contained,  be  distinctly  labelled  with 
the  name  of  the  article  and  the  word  "  Poison,"  and  Willi 
the  name  and  address  of  the  seller  of  the  poison  ;  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  to  sell  any  poison  of  those  which  are  in  the  hrs» 1 
part  of  schedule  (A)  to  this  Act,  or  may  hereafter  be  added 
thereto  under  section  II.  of  this  Act,  to  any  person  unknown 
to  the  seller,  unless  introduced  by  some  person  known  to  the. 
seller ;  and  on  every  sale  of  any  such  article  the  seller  snail, 
before  delivery,  make  or  cause  to  be  made  an  entry  in  ai 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose 
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and  so  on,  continued  Mr.  Kirby,  the  conditions  being  as 
regards  sales  by  retail.    Then  the  section  further  down 
goes  on  to  say  that  these 
provisions  .  .  .  shall  not  apply  to  .  .  .  sales  by  wholesale 
to  retail  dealers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing. 

It  is  clear  that  for  wholesale  sales  no  entry  in  a  poison-book 
is  required. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  I  quite  agree  with  you. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Then  it  comes  to  this  :  for  wholesale  sales 
all  the  seller  has  to  do  is  what  was  done  in  this  case — 
label  with  the  word  "Poison,"  the  name  of  the  article, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  It  is  conceivable  it  may  mean  that.  Sup- 
posing it  does,  you  have  to  satisfy  me  that  3  dr.  of 
prussic  acid  is  wholesale.  That,  I  venture  to  say,  you  will 
never  do. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  don't  think  the  quantity  is  the  decisive 
point. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  In  the  first  place,  a  chemist's  shop  is  not 
where  a  person  buys  wholesale. 

Mr.  Kirby  argued  that  every  chemist  is  entitled  to  sell 
wholesale  if  he  pleases. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  You  will  never  satisfy  me  that  3  dr.  of 
prussic  acid  is  wholesale  dealing. 

Mr.  Kirby  submitted  that  the  question  of  quantity  was 
not  the  decisive  point.  It  was  really  quite  a  common  occur- 
rence for  one  chemist  to  go  to  another  and  say  :  "  I  have  run 
out  of  stock." 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  It  may  be  very  common,  but  they  have 
got  to  face  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Of  course  your  Worship  realises  that  3  dr.  of 
prussic  acid  is  not  at  all  the  same  thing  as  3  dr.  of  cam- 
phorated oil. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  I  suppose  the  record  fatal  dose  is  less  than 

1  dr. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Very  likely  it  is.  The  smaller  it  is  the  better 
for  me,  because  3  dr.  becomes  a  larger  quantity. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  It  becomes  three  times  a  fatal  dose,  but 
after  all  three  times  a  fatal  dose  is  not  much. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  am  told  it  is  not  unusual  to  order  from  the 
wholesale  dealer  in  quantities  of  1  oz.,  and  3  dr.  is  nearly 

2  oz.  I  don't  think  the  test  of  quantity  can  go  against  me. 
Mr.  Hopkins  :  Let  us  look  at  it  from  another  point  of 

view.  A  shop  is  a  retail  place. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  quite  agree,  sir  ;  but  every  chemist  is  en- 
titled to  sell  by  wholesale  to  another  chemist  if  he  can  find  a 
customer.   There  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  I  don't  know.  He  has  got  to  deal  with 
this  section. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  quite  agree,  but  in  the  case  of  selling  to 
another  chemist  who  had  another  shop  it  would  clearly  be 
"  by  wholesale  to  a  retail  dealer." 
Mr.  Hopkins  :  You  say  "  clearly,"  but  I  think  not. 
Mr.  Kirby  :  Surely  if  a  man  is  selling  to  a  retail  dealer 
he  can  only  be  selling  by  wholesale  ? 
Mr.  Hopkins  :  What  does  "  wholesale  "  mean? 
Mr.  Kirby  :  It  means  selling  to  sell  again.    It  is  the  only 
possible  working  definition.    If  a  man  is  buying  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  again  he  is  a  retailer  and  is  buying  it 
wholesale  from  the  wholesale  dealer. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  If  a  lady  sells  her  discarded  dress  to  Mrs. 
Black,  a  wardrobe  dealer,  she  is  selling  wholesale? 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  don't  know  that  that  applies,  sir.  It  is  not 
imte  a  parallel  instance. 

Mr.  Hopkins  :  The  fact  is,  it  is  not  arguable.  You  must 
ake  it  elsewhere  if  you  want  to  argue  it. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  I  don't  think  I  should  be  justified  in  doing 
hat,  sir. 

Mr.  Mawer,  the  defendant,  was  then  called,  and  said  he 
lad  known  Wilkinson  for  about  ten  years.  He  first  knew 
"m  at  the  South  London  School  of  Pharmacy  where  he 
defendant)  was  a  lecturer.  Wilkinson  was  a  student,  and 
vent  through  a  course  of  instruction,  but  failed  to  qualify. 
'VUkinson  afterwards  became  his  assistant,  and  was  with 
»m  for  about  sixteen  months.  When  he  left  Wilkinson 
■ecame  a  traveller  to  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co.,  and  subsequently 
ent  to  Kay  s.  He  (defendant)  did  business  with  Wilkinson, 
na  was  very  friendly  with  him.  Witness  then  corroborated 
ar-  Hirbys  opening  statement  in  regard  to  the  cough- 
iixtm-e  formula,  and  the  book  was  produced  to  show  that 


the  3  dr.  of  acid  went  into  90  oz.  of  mixture.  On 
August  19  the  acid  was  sold  by  witness's  nephew,  witness 
not  being  actually  present.  His  nephew  knew  Wilkinson 
well. 

Mr.  George  R.  K.  Mawer,  assistant  to  the  defendant,  who 
sold  the  poison  to  Wilkinson,  next  gave  evidence,  which 
also  was  corroborative  of  Mr.  Kirby 's  statement.  It  trans- 
pired that  Wilkinson  asked  for  the  acid  to  make  the  mixture, 
and  actually  helped  witness  to  find  the  formula  in  the  recipe- 
book.  It  was  charged  at  the  wholesale  rate,  2d.  for  the  3  dr. 
and  Id.  for  the  bottle.  Wilkinson  helped  witness  (a  young 
man  about  nineteen)  to  find  the  quotation  in  Wright, 
Layman  &  Umney's  list.  Wilkinson  said  he  wanted  to  go  and 
see  the  test-match  at  the  Oval,  and  did  not  want  to  trouble 
to  go  to  the  City  as  he  would  not  see  much  of  the  match 
as  it  was.  He  also  remarked  that  during  the  winter  months 
he  made  up  a  large  quantity  of  the  cough-mixture  and  sold 
it  to  chemists.  He  said  he  had  all  the  other  ingredients 
ready  and  had  run  out  of  prussic  acid,  and  he  wanted  to 
deliver  it  to  chemists  that  night.  There  was  nothing  in 
his  conversation  to  suggest  that  he  was  buying  the  acid  to 
commit  suicide.  Witness  did  not  enter  it  in  the  poison- 
book  because  he  treated  it  absolutely  as  a  wholesale  trans- 
action. At  the  inquest  a  doctor  gave  evidence,  and  pointed 
out  that  a  man  in  Wilkinson's  position  could  have  got  this 
poison  in  large  quantities  through  the  wholesale  houses 
without  signing  a  book  ;  when  he  (the  doctor)  was  a  medical 
student  he  got  several  large  quantities  from  wholesale 
houses. 

This  was  all  the  evidence,  and  without  further  delay, 
Mr.  Hopkins  said  to  the  defendant  :  Well,  Mr.  Mawer, 
I  am  sure  we  are  all  very  sorry  at  the  fatal  termination  of 
this  incident,  and  it  may  be  that  there  is  something  to  be 
said  for  you  about  it,  but  after  all  there  is  only  this  to  be 
said  :  that  your  familiarity  with  the  customer  led  to  con- 
tempt for  the  statute,  and  no  one  attempted  to  follow  out  its 
provisions.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  avoid  a  conviction. 
There  will  be  a  penalty  of  40s.,  and  the  costs  of  the 
summons. 


High  Court  Case. 

Anti-laria. 

In  the  Dublin  Chancery  Division  on  September  10,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Dodd  (Vacation  Judge),  a  motion  was  on  the 
list  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Wheeler  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  mineral- 
water  manufacturers,  Belfast,  for  an  order  of  interlocutory 
injunction  against  Michael  McEntee  and  Patrick  Storey, 
publicans,  of  Lurgan  and  Portadown,  to  restrain  them 
and  their  servants  from  selling  or  causing  to  be  sold  as 
"Anti-laria"  any  mineral- waters  or  beverages  other  than 
that  manufactured  by  the  plaintiffs  under  the  name  of 
"Anti-laria,"  or  from  selling  or  causing  to  be  sold  such 
mineral-waters  or  beverages  in  any  way  so  as  to  induce  the 
belief  that  such  mineral-waters  or  beverages  were  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture,  and  from  infringing  the  trade-mark 
of  the  plaintiffs.  When  the  motion  was  reached  in  the  list 
counsel  did  not  appear.  Mr.  Harbinson,  counsel  for  the 
defendants,  asked  that  the  application  be  dismissed,  as  no 
counsel  had  appeared  to  move  it.  He  said  that  the  plaintiff 
company,  by  the  issue  of  a  shower  of  writs,  were  attempting 
to  boom  into  notoriety  a  beverage  which  they  called  "  Anti- 
laria."  This  was  merely  an  effort  to  get  a  cheap  advertise- 
ment for  a  drink  that  had  failed  to  commend  itself  to  the 
public.  His  Lordship  adjourned  the  application  to  next 
sittings,  reserving  the  question  of  costs. 


County  Court  Case. 

Cocoa  Essence  Dispute. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on  September  11,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  the  Royal  Dutch  cocoa-mills,  St.  George's 
House,  Eastcheap,  and  Holland,  sued  Messrs.  Scott, 
Morgan  &  Co.,  merchants,  59  Oxford  Street,  to  recover 
19/.  12s.  for  two  barrels  of  cocoa-essence  supplied.  Mr.  Batt, 
solicitor,  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Tyndall  Davis 
for  defendants.  Defendants  raised  a  counterclaim  for 
36?.  8s.  6d.,  and  said  the  cocoa  sued  for  was  not  according  to 
description.  After  witnesses  were  heard,  Mr.  Davis  pointed 
out  that  if  cocoa  was  sold  by  description  and  it  did  not  come 
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up  to  the  sample  the  whole  contract  could  be  voided.  The 
sale  now  in  dispute  was  a  sale  by  description  and  not  wholly 
by  sample ;  therefore  the  plaintiffs  were  not  entitled  to 
succeed.  Mr.  Batt  contended  that  the  only  difference  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  bulk  was  new  and  the  sample  was 
old.  The  cocoa  now  in  dispute  was  worth  Is.  l^d.  per  lb., 
whereas  it  had  been  sold  to  the  defendants  for  10i,d.  per  lb. 
There  had  been  a  rise  in  the  markets,  as  could  be  seen  by 
the  daily  papers.  Judge  Rentoul  said  he  could  not  take 
daily  papers  as  evidence  of  any  rise  in  the  market.  He 
could  not  hold  that  the  cocoa  supplied  was  equal  to  the 
description  given.  It  was  really  a  very  difficult  case  to 
decide.  The  case  was  not  satisfactorily  proved  on  either 
side.  There  was  certainly  no  evidence  as  to  defendants 
having  suffered  damage  to  the  amount  of  251.  There  must 
be  judgment  for  the  defendants  on  the  claim,  and  they  would 
have  judgment  on  the  counterclaim  for  91.  lis.  and  two 
or  three  other  small  items,  the  sum  mentioned  being  the 
amount  of  the  cocoa  they  had  returned  on  the  first  transac- 
tion. The  plaintiffs  would,  of  course,  get  back  the  cocoa 
now  sued  for. 


Banluiiptrics  ano  failures. 

Be  Thomas  Napier,  15  Kelbourne  Street,  Kelvinside,  Glas- 
gow. Analytical  Chemist. — A  creditors'  meeting  was  held  in 
the  Faculty  Hall,  Glasgow,  on  September  10.  The  proceed- 
ings were  formal,  and  no  statement  of  affairs  was  submitted. 
There  is  only  one  creditor  on  the  estate,  Mr.  James  Docherty, 
fruit  salesman.  The  Bazaar,  Glasgow,  and  to  prevent  his  wages 
being  arrested  debtor  took  out  sequestration.  Debtor  was 
formerly  connected  with  the  Barrowfield  Chemical  Co.,  and 
is  now  with  the  Cassells'  Gold-extracting  Co. 

Be  H.  P.  Thompson,  9  Aldersgate  Buildings,  London,  E.G., 
Druggists'  Sundriesman. — A  sitting  of  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  was  held  on  September  10,  before  Mr.  Registrar 
Giffard,  for  the  public  examination  of  this  debtor,  but  upon 
the  application  of  Mr.  Walter  Boyle,  Assistant  Receiver,  the 
hearing  was  adjourned  until  November  26.  It  was  stated 
that  the  first  meeting  stood  over  to  enable  the  debtor  to  submit 
an  offer  to  the  creditors.  The  adjourned  first  meeting  of  the 
creditors  was  held  on  Thursday,  before  Mr.  Walter  Boyle. 
Assistant  Receiver.  It  was  reported  that  the  debtor  had  hoped 
to  make  a  proposal  to  pay  7s.  Sd.  in  the  pound,  but  the  gentle- 
man who  was  going  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  had  gone  to 
Australia.  It  was  hoped  that  arrangements  would  still  be 
made  to  enable  the  offer  to  be  carried  into  effect.  By  general 
consent  the  meeting  was  further  adjourned  for  one  month. 

Be  Henry  Lieblich,  166  Wardour  Street,  Soho,  Chemist's 
Manager. — The  creditors  under  this  failure  met  on  Septem- 
ber 10  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  W.  G. 
Williams,  Assistant  Receiver,  but  in  the  absence  of  a  quorum 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  for  a  week.  It  appeared  that  the 
debtor  started  business  at  47  Berwick  Street,  Soho,  as  the 
"  Central  Drug-stores,"  but  as  the  business  proved  unsuccess- 
ful he  disposed  of  it,  and  the  purchaser  removed  it  to 
166  Wardour  Street,  the  style  being  altered  to  "  The  Wardour 
Drug-stores."  The  debtor  has  since  acted  as  manager  of  the 
business  on  salary  and  commission.  He  owes  a  little  over 
100/.,  and  has  no  assets,  the  failure  being  attributed  to  bad 
trade.  The  following  are  the  principal  unsecured  creditors  : 
Wyleys,  Ltd.,  Coventry  (18/.):  W.  Ellis  &  Co.  (16/.);  Tidman 
&  Son  (21/.)  ;  H.  P.  Thompson  (20?.) ;  and  B.  Brannstein  (45/.)— 
all  of  London. 

Be  William  Guy  Padwick,  1  Victoria  Terrace,  Mottingham, 
Kent,  Chemist  and  Druggist.— The  first  meeting  of  creditors 
in  this  matter  was  held  on  September  10  at  theoffices  of  the 
Official  Receiver,  132  York  Road,  Westminster  Bridge,  S.E., 
under  the  presidency  of  the  Official  Receiver  (Mr.  Howell).  It 
appeared  that  the  gross  liabilities  amounted  to  1,154/.  4s.  2d., 
of  which  821/.  17s.  2d.  was  expected  to  rank.  There  were 
thirty-six  unsecured  creditors  for  221/.  17s.  2d.,  and  one  partly 
secured  creditor.  After  allowing  32/.  7s.  for  preferential 
claims,  the  assets  were  expected  to  realise  359/.  13s.  of/.,  thus 
showing  a  deficiency  of  462/.  3s.  8(Z.  The  assets  included  cash 
in  hand  10s.,  cash  deposited  with  solicitor  for  costs  of  petition 
11/.  Is.,  stock-in-trade  350/.,  and  book-debts  30/.  9s.  bd.  The 
debtor,  who  filed  his  own  petition,  was  a  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  He  purchased  the  business  in  1903  from 
his  previous  employers.  At  that  time  his  free  capital  only 
amounted  to  about  50/.,  but  he  had  been  financed  by  the 
creditor  for  900/.  Debtor  attributed  his  failure  to  lack  of 
capital,  excessive  price  paid  for  the  business,  and  expense  of 
dilapidations  to  the  premises.  The  security  held  by  the 
creditor  referred  to  was  stated  to  consist  of  a  charge  on  two 
life  policies,  the  lease  of  the  premises,  and  the  fixtures,  stock, 
and  book-debts.

AVEEY  pleasant  and  instructive  afternoon  or  evening 
may  be  spent  this  week  at  the  Agricultural  Hall, 
Islington,  where  the  fifteenth  Annual  International  Ex- 
hibition of  Confectioners,  Bakers,  and  Allied  Trades  is 
being  held.  This  exhibition  is  always  a  popular  one,  and 
this  year  there  seem  to  be  even  greater  crowds  of  sight- 
seers and  buyers  than  usual.  The  superb  creations  of 
"linked  sweetness  long  drawn  out"  are  a  sure  attraction 
for  the  Supermen,  while  the  mere  men  find  the  machinery 
and  other  exhibits  a  keen  source  of  curiosity.  The  par- 
ticular "draws"  are  the  "  machinery-in-motion  "  exhibits 
of  Werner,  Pfleiderer  &  Perkins,  Ltd.,  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Hall,  and  the  Model  Bakery,  which  they  run 
in  connection  with  a  well-known  firm  of  flour-millers,  in 
the  Minor  Hall.  The  show  in  the  Minor  Hall  is  very  artisti- 
cally carried  out.  The  main  portion  of  the  Hall  is  laid 
out  as  a  kind  of  miniature  tea-garden,  with  kiosk,  band- 
stand, tea-house,  rustic  seats,  flowers,  plants,  bushes,  grassy 
lawn,  and  rustic  pathways.  The  model  bakery  is  in  full 
swing  at  one  end  of  the  Hall,  and  when  the  allurements 
of  "  drawplate  ovens,"  "combined  automatic  dough- 
dividers,"  and  "proving"  and  "moulding"  plants  have 
palled,  the  jaded  visitor  can  sit  in  the  shade,  sip  tea,  and 
listen  to  the  Excelsior  Orchestra.  Notable  stands  in  the 
main  hall — those  that  project  their  merits  for  publicity 
beyond  the  general  scheme — are  the  ancient  mill-like  struc- 
ture of  the  Imperial  Flour  Mills,  Ltd,  the  chaste  pavilion 
of  H.  Leetham  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  the  "  Lucerna  "  Anglo-Swiss 
Milk-chocolate  Co.,  the  London  Essence  Co.,  the  Cape 
Colony  display,  the  construction  by  Caley  of  Norwich, 
and  the  exhibit  of  aerated  waters  by  N.  Paul  &  Co.  There 
are  many  other  fine  exhibits,  and  only  one  or  two  of  those 
mentioned  are  of  direct  interest  to  chemists  ;  but  the  ideas 
one  can  obtain  at  such  exhibitions  of  fertility  in  resource 
for  the  attractive  display  of  unattractive  goods  is  of  com- 
mercial value  to  all  retail  chemists. 

Passing  on  to  the  exhibits  more  particularly  interesting 
to  the  drug-trade,  the  visitor  should  examine  the  products 
at  the  fine  display  made  in  the  centre  of  the  Great  Hall  by 
the  Government  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.    There  will 
be  seen,  among  other  things,  samples  of  berry-wax  (de- 
scribed in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  from  time  to  time), 
Cape  aloes,  argol,  olive  oil,  biltong  (dried  flesh  of  the  spring- 
bok), and  two  native  teas,  "  Rooi-bush  tea  "  and  "  Clopia." 
The  last-named  are  prepared  by  infusion  like  ordinary  teas, 
and  are  said  to  have  medicinal  properties.    In  the  white- 
and-gold  pavilion  of  the  London  Essence  Co.  Mr.  White 
was  busy  with  several  country  clients  what  time  Mr.  Brad- 
field  showed  our  representative  the  latest  products.  These 
include  a  new   "Pine-apple  Fruit"  essence,  a  "West 
Indian  Fruit"  extract,  a  new  essence  of  raspberry,  three 
new  toffee-flavours  ("  Jamaica,"  "  Cuban,"  and  "  Regal  "), 
three  new  ottos — "  Pear-blossom,"  "  Iris-flower,"  and 
'White  Violet."    The  Lescol  perfumes  are  displayed  in  a 
P[e%  case  outside,  and  inside  there  are  many  samples  of 
l-u    essential  oils>  colours,  flavours,  and  perfumes  for 
which  the  company  have  acquired  an  enviable  reputation. 
A  pretty  little  stall  in  art-green  and  gold  is  employed  to 
display  with  conspicuous  taste  the  confectioners'  colours, 
butter-toffee  flavour,  egg-yellow,  and  other  specialities  of 
George  Morris.    It  is  simple  and  neat,  but  so  effective 
that  visitors  who  glance  stop  to  look,  and  remain  to  get 
particulars  of  the  Morris  products.    Another  businesslike 
aisplay  is  made  by  Gordon,  Walker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the 
pioneers  m  England  of  "  Marzipan  "  products.    This  busi-

}'  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  well-known  manufacturers  of  toilet- 
soaps  and  perfumery.

Besides  the  gigantic  machinery  exhibits  of  Werner, 
Pfleiderer  &  Perkins,  Ltd.,  already  mentioned,  there  is  a 
fine  show  of  the  "  Rapid  "  sifting  and  mixing  machinery  of 
William  Gardner  &  Sons  (Gloucester),  Ltd.  The 
"  Rapid  "  machines  shown  are  mainly  for  confectioners  and 
bakers.  The  business  is  growing  so  rapidly  that  another 
wing  (measuring  100  ft.  by  50  ft.)  has  been  added  to  the 
works  at  Gloucester  to  cope  with  the  pressure.  An  attrac- 
tive show  is  made,  as  usual,  by  the  National  Cash  Register 
Co.,  Ltd.,  and  the  well-groomed  representatives  of  the 
company  are  kept  busy  describing  the  various  methods  they 
have  evolved  of  enabling  business  people  to  look  after  their 
money.  The  check-tills  of  Thomas  O'Brien  (including  a 
receipt  giving  till  which  prints,  dates,  and  issues  the  ticket 
and  duplicates  the  written  figures  in  blue  or  red  ink)  are 
also  shown.  The  Pasteur  (Chamberland)  and  other  filters 
in  various  designs  are  exhibited  by  J.  Defries  &  Sons, 
Ltd.  An  ingenious  machine  for  wrapping  chocolates,  etc., 
which  might  be  adapted  to  pharmaceutical  purposes,  is 
shown  by  the  Societe  Anonvme  des  Plieuses  Automatique 
a  Lausanne.  A  smart  exhibit  of  "  Consol  "  aerating 
specialities  is  made  by  the  British  Automatic  Aerators, 
Ltd.  The  chemist  will  be  interested  in  the  new  combined 
bottler  and  syruper  for  syphons  or  for  Codd's  bottles,  which, 
may  be  fixed  up  in  any  ordinary  back-shop.  The  cost  of 
filling  (syrup  and  all)  with  this  new  machine  is  reckoned  at 
2d.  per  dozen.  The  apparatus  is  easily  manipulated,  and 
the  cost  of  installation  is  45/.  complete.  A  new  line  of 
"  Consol"  brand  pure  fruit  syrups  are  on  view,  and  a  350/. 
"Lomond"  soda-fountain  (with  fifteen  syrups  and  two 
soda-water  taps),  which  has  been  bought  already  by  a  large 
Manchester  firm.  An  important  space  in  the  Main  Hall  is 
devoted  to  the  soda-fountains,  aerating  machinery,  and 
accessories  made  by  Stiles,  Ltd.  The  special  exhibit  is  a 
new  automatic  carbonator,  which  has  a  cylinder  fixed  on  a 
revolving  axis  in  such  a  manner  that  it  revolves  in  one 
direction  when  filled,  and  the  reverse  when  empty.  When 
the  empty  cylinder  swings  back  it  throws  on  a  switch  which 
starts  an  electric  motor,  and  fills  the  cylinder  again.  Manual 
labour  is  thus  done  away  with.  The  capacity  of  the  machine 
is  600  gals,  a  day,  the  space  it  covers  is  25  it.  by  30  ft.,  and 
the  cost  of  installation,  complete  with  motor,  is  75/.  The 
carbonator  is  calculated  to  enable  the  chemist  to  fill  sixteen 
syphons  for  one  penny.  A  sparkling  stall  is  that  of  N.  Paul 
&  Co.  in  one  of  the  north  bays.  Aerated  waters  in  syphons 
and  bottles  form  the  staple  attraction,  and  particular  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  the  bottled  goods,  the  "  get-up  "  of  thase  being 
uniformly  excellent.  Dry  ginger-ales — now  perhaps  the 
most  popular  of  non-alcoholic  beverages — are  displayed  in 
miniature  champagne  bottles  with  gold  or  silver  decorations. 

Malt  products,  mainly  for  bakers,  are  exhibited  in  a 
varied  assortment  of  styles,  but  all  attractive,  by  the 
British  Malt  Products  Co.,  by  the  British  Diamalt  Co., 
by  Edme,  Ltd.,  and  by  Paine  &  Co.,  Ltd.  Powdered 
malt  extracts,  "John  Bull"  malt  extract,  and  malted 
foods  are  the  staples  at  the  pretty  show  made  by  the 
St.  Neots  firm. 

Smart  handcarts,  light  trucks,  barrow-s,  and  other  goods- 
conveyors  are  in  the  particular  sphere  of  Rothschild  & 
Baker,  who  show  in  three  bays.  Parnall  &  Sons,  Ltd.  , 
have  a  reputation  as  shopfitters  for  all  trades,  and  their 
display  for  confectioners  and  bakers  is  as  complete  as  that 
for  chemists.  Jules  Lang  &  Son  exhibit  glass  bottles 
and  show  glasses  of  all  kinds  particularly  destined  for  con- 
fectioners. Their  machine-made  honey-jars  and  jam-jars 
are  the  main  attraction,  however.  Check-books,  self-binder 
systems,  receipt-books,  paper  bags,  and  wrapping  papers 
of  all  kinds  are  brought  to  public  notice  by  the  Lamson 
Paragon  Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  a  stall  of  unique  design 
which  enthrals  the  visitor  by  means  of  its  humour  and  its 
"  hustle."  A.  Vivian  Mansell  &  Co.  show  success- 
ful showcard  designs  for  Wright's  Coal-tar  Soap,  for 
Goddard's  Plate-powder,  for  Colman's  Mustard,  and  for 
Coleman's  Nervlettes.  In  the  Arcade  entrance  a  wedge- 
shaped  stall  belonging  to  R.  Hyde  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  bird- 
food  specialists,  is  an  insistent  feature  of  the  landscape.

The  Labour  Party 

has  to  be  treated  with  even  more  respect 
in  Australia  than  here.      There  its  representatives  have 
come  into  their  kingdom ;  here  they  are  only,  so  far,  well 
on  the  way  to  it.    That  party  has  pretty  definite  aims  and 
purposes,  and,  to  do  it  justice,  does  not  as  a  rule  go  fooling 
about  after  objects  which  do  not  directly  concern  it.  Why, 
then,  have  its  leaders  in  the  Commonwealth  parliament 
taken  up  such  an  uncompromising  attitude  in  regard  to 
the  labelling  of  imported  proprietary  medicines  ?  Perhaps 
the  full  report  of  the  debate  on  the  subject  may  have 
revealed  the  design  of  the  discussion,  but  on  the  face  of  it 
the  reason  for  bringing  Sir  William  Lyne  to  book  on  his 
patent-medicine  policy  is  not  obvious.    Here,  and  probably 
I  in  Australia  also,  the  constituents  of  the  labour  members 
are  large  consumers  of  secret  remedies.    But  they  only  buy 
them  of  their  own  free  will,  and  if  they  buy  one  a  second 
time  it  is  because  they  believe  that  the  first  lot  was  worth 
its  cost.    Do  the  labour  members  consider  that  their  people 
need  to  be  protected  from  the  consequences  of  their  own 
credulity,  which  means  that  their  judgment  cannot  be 
trusted  ?    That  argument  might  cut  too  deep.  Whatever 
may  be  the  motive,  however,  the  prospect  is  that  if  the 
labour  men  are  really  in  earnest  about  this  business  of 
shutting  out  British  and  other  foreign  medicinal  specialities 
they  will  succeed.    Sir  William  Lyne  is  not  at  all  likely  to 
assume  heroics  for  the  sake  of  Mr.  Beecham  and  the  rest. 
But  the  exclusion  will  not  last  long.    The  labour  members' 
constituents'  wives  will  soon  insist  on  getting  their  favourite 
medicines  back  again,  and  Sir  William  will  be  ordered  to 
repeal  the  law  which  he  is  now  peremptorily  required  to 
pass.    Compared  with  this  attack,  Mr.  Cofman's  crusade  is 
A  Very  Insignificant  Demonstration. 

But  it  got  a  sympathe- 
tic, though  perhaps  a  rather  sarcastic,  endorsement  from 
!  the  "Lancet"  last  week.  At  least,  I  suspected  that  the 
quotation  marks  which  enclosed  Mr.  Cofman's  "  dreams  of 
pharmacy  flourishing  brightly  among  the  respected  pro- 
fessions in  this  country  ' '  bore  a  slightly  malicious  meaning. 
The  "Lancet,"  of  course,  wishes  well  to  the  scheme  of  induc- 
ing the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Medical  Council  "  to 
secure  legislation  for  the  proper  control  of  the  traffic  in 
secret  medicines,"  and  hopes  that  a  strong  case  will  be 
made  out  for  such  legislation  when  the  Western  Chemists 
meet  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  October.  One  might 
have  thought  that  the  strong  case  ought  to  be  made  out 
before  the  desire  for  legislation  was  formulated,  but  this 
preliminary  does  not  occur  to  a  medical  writer.  Proprietary 
medicines  have  been  anathema  to  the  medical  mind  so  long 
that  the  formality  of  a  trial  is  superfluous.  Lately  I 
came  across  an  article  written  for  an  American  review  some 
thirty  years  ago  by  the  late 
Mr.  Ernest  Hart, 

in  defence  of  the  code  of  medical  etiquette, 
developing  into  a  wild  attack  on  secret  and  proprietary 
medicines.  Mr.  Hart's  article  began  reasonably  enough  by 
quoting  from  the  oath  of  Hippocrates  where  the  disciple 
binds  himself  to  have  no  medical  secret,  but  to  be  always 
ready  to  teach  his  art  to  all  other  practitioners.  From  this 
is  deduced  the  moral  that  even  to  prescribe  a  secret  remedy 
is  to  cover  and  to  share  in  an  act  of  treachery,  while  he 
who  supports  or  maintains  any  such  product,  or  derives 
interest  from  one  is  "  false  to  his  mission,  untrue  to  his 
sacred  obligations  as  a  physician,  a  shame  to  himself,  and 


a  dishonour  to  his  profession."  But  suppose  that  in  a 
particular  case  a  practitioner  believes  that  a  certain  secret 
remedy  is  the  best  thing  he  can  prescribe ;  might  he  not 
set  the  benefit  to  his  patient  against  the  guilt  of  being  false 
to  his  mission,  and  so  on  ?  The  medical  Elijah  could 
recognise  no  such  paltering  with  duty.  Besides,  he  de- 
clared "  the  past  history  of  mankind  may  be  vainly  searched 
and  ransacked  to  the  bottom  of  the  sack  without  discover- 
ing one  single  item  of  even  the  slightest  value  in  the 
voluminous  list  of  secret  remedies."  It  is  difficult  to 
believe  that  Mr.  Hart  did  not  know  the  history  of  medicine 
better  than  this  sentence  suggests.  Antimony,  arsenic, 
ipecacuanha,  colchicum,  digitalis,  and  other  drugs  of  less 
importance  were  exclusively,  and  opium,  mercury,  and 
cinchona  were  largely  introduced  to  modern  medical  practice 
by  means  of  originally  secret  compounds ;  deduct  from 
the  balance  of  our  materia  medica  those  medicines  which 
have  descended  to  us  from  nobody  knows  whom,  and  what 
remains  as  the  result  of  the  researches  of  qualified  physicians 
themselves  will  have  to  be  spread  out  pretty  thin  to  make 
any  show  at  all. 

The  Code  of  Medical  Etiquette 

is  not  to  be  condemned  because  ' 
of  the  extravagant  statements  of  some  of  its  expounders. 
It  is  really  a  self-denying  ordinance  adopted  as  much  in  the- 
public  interest  as  in  that  of  the  profession.  It  would  not 
be  to  the  advantage  of  the  community  that  doctors  should 
concern  themselves  with  proprietary  preparations,  should 
patent  their  new  ideas,  or  should  advertise  one  against 
others.  But  the  temptation  to  do  one  or  other  of  these 
unprofessional  actions  must  be  considerable  sometimes.  The 
"British  Medical  Journal"  in  its  educational  information 
last  week  states  that  the  average  income  of  the  British 
practitioner  has  been  variously  estimated  at  200/.  to  400/. 
a  year ;  and  the  same  authority  reckons  the  cost  of  the 
special  education  of  a  medical  man  at  between  700/.  and 
1,000/.  In  the  average  there  are  not  a  few  incomes  of  from 
2,000/.  to  20,000/.,  and  all,  from  the  largest  to  the  smallest, 
are  dependent  on  the  life  and  health  of  the  earner.  Medical 
men  must  save  for  the  future  out  of  their  present  earnings, 
for  they  establish  no  business  which  they  can  leave  behind 
them  as  property.  The  shady  side  of  medical  character 
has  recently  been  presented  on  the  stage  by  Bernard  Shaw, 
and  portrayed  in  a  novel  by  Marten  Maartens ;  but  by  the 
side  of  these  it  is  only  fair  to  remember  how  honourably  the 
vast  majority  of  doctors  abide  by  the  spirit  and  the  letter 
of  the  unwritten  laws  which  hedge  around  their  professional 
character. 

Quis  Custodiet  Custodes? 

Who  will  guard  the  guards  of  phar- 
macy ?  "  I,"  said  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the 
London  Chemists'  Association.  The  poet  may  "shrink 
from  the  tide  of  talk  to  come,"  but  neither  poets,  nor 
parliaments,  nor  presidents  will  discourage  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  of  the  London  Chemists'  Association 
from  discharging  the  duty  with  which  it  has  burdened  itself 
of  superintending  the  affairs  of  pharmacy.  One  or  two 
travelling  inspectors  to  see  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  is  strictly 
observed  is  the  present  immediate  need.  Apparently  the 
general  meeting  of  the  London  Chemists'  Association  had 
not  been  educated  up  to  the  idea  at  present,  for  "the 
matter  was  allowed  to  drop."  Possibly  the  "  few  members 
who  had  dropped  in  "  were  endowed  with  a  little  imagina- 
tive faculty,  and  realised  that  a  couple  of  travelling 
inspectors  worth  their  salt  would  bring  in  at  least  a  thousand 
cases  of  infringement  a  year,  and  that  among  these  it  would 
be  necessary  for  the  look  of  the  thing  to  include  a  few 
hundred  registered  chemists.

JEMtorial  Comments* 


Wholesaling  Part  1  Poisons. 

Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  has  not  been 
so  provocative  of  forensic  fencing  as  the  other  leading 
penal  section  (the  fifteenth),  and  it  is  generally  supposed 
to  be  the  more  plain-sailing  of  the  two ;  but  lawyers  are  just 
discovering  that  daily  practice  in  supposed  accordance  with 
the  section  is  difficult  to  square  with  the  terms  of  the 
section.  This  really  means  that  the  section  is  insufficient 
for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed.  This  may  be 
because,  as  Mr.  Kirby  suggested  to  the  Lambeth  Magistrate 
on  Tuesday,  the  section  was  drafted  by  a  medical  man— 
the  late  Sir  John  Simon.  The  legal  difficulties  under  the 
section  which  have  been  settled  by  High  Court  judgment 
are  three  in  number,  and  others  are  presenting  them- 
selves for  settlement.  The  sale  of  Easton's  syrup  has 
recently  been  in  question,  and  the  decision  that  sales  must 
be  entered  in  the  poisons-book  is  to  be  regarded  as  con- 
clusive. Another  point  of  principle  was  raised  this  week  at 
the  Lambeth  Police  Court— viz.,  the  old  question,  What  is 
a  wholesale  transaction?  In  this  case  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  sold  to  a  person  in  the  trade  3  dr.  of 
prussic  acid  for  the  purpose  of  compounding  90  oz.  of  a 
cough-mixture,  which  the  purchaser  was  in  the  habit  of 
making  and  selling.  The  purchaser  was  a  former  assistant 
of  the  defendant,  and  well  known  to  him.  The  transaction  I 
was  treated  as  a  wholesale  one,  and,  accordingly,  was  not 
entered  in  the  poisons-book.  The  purchaser  committed 
suicide  with  the  acid,  and,  all  the  facts  coming  out  at  the 
;nquest,  the  police  instituted  proceedings  against  the  seller. 
The  defence  (undertaken  by  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa-  i 
ion)  was  that  it  was  a  sale  by  wholesale,  but  Mr.  Hopkins, 
the  magistrate  (an  exceptionally  able  man),  said  no  one 
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would  ever  convince  him  that  3  dr.  of  prussic  acid 
is  a  wholesale  quantity,  or  that  the  transaction  could  be 
i-egarded  as  a  sale  by  wholesale  to  a  retail  dealer  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing  (the  statutory  defini- 
tion). He  convicted.  We  take  it  that  the  interests  of 
public  welfare  require  somewhat  summary  treatment  of 
errors  followed  by  poisoning  fatalities;  nevertheless  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  when  important  legal  principles  are  so 
involved  that  the  decision  may  affect  trade  practice,  the 
business  exigencies  of  the  court  of  first  instance  do  not 
permit  thorough  exposition  of  the  interests  involved. 

It  was  probably  intended  by  the  author  of  Section  17 
that  the  proviso  respecting  wholesale  dealing  should  cover 
the  transactions  which  take  place  daily  between  wholesale 
druggists  and  retail  chemists  ;  but  Mr.  Kirby  contended  that 
a  sale  to  sell  again  is  a  wholesale  transaction.  This  would 
cover  the  majority  of  transactions  at  present  ranked  as 
wholesale,  but  the  Magistrate's  view  of  the  proviso  nar- 
rowed the  matter  down.    We  may  paraphrase  it  thus  : 

Sales  by  wholesale  to  retail  dealers  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  wholesale  dealing  : 

1.  Sales  by  Wholesale :  Quantity  must  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration, and  3  dr.  of  prussic  acid  is  not  a  wholesale 
quantity. 

2.  To  Retail  Dealers :  Shows  the  kind  of  purchasers  for 
whom  entry  in  the  poison-book  is  not  required.  A  legal 
retailer  is  implied. 

3.  In  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing :  The  tran- 
saction was  in  a  retail  dealer's  shop,  and,  therefore,  was  not 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing. 

Of  course  the  Magistrate  had  solely  in  view  the  case  before 
him,  and  he  was  not  concerned  with  wider  interests,  nor 
can  we  reasonably  claim  that  he  should  have  been.  But  he 
leaves  the  police  with  a  rather  formidable  weapon,  and  we 
never  know  when  they  may  use  it.  For  example,  which,  if 
any,  of  the  following  transactions  are  by  wholesale  ?  We 
assume  that  prussic  acid  is  the  article  sold  : 

1.  Sale  by  manufacturer  to  (a)  another  manufacturer,  (6) 
wholesale  druggist,  (c)  registered  chemist  keeping  open 
shop,  (d)  registered  chemist  not  in  business,  (e)  Board  of 
Guardians,  (/)  War  Office,  (g)  medical  practitioner. 

2.  Sale  by  wholesale  druggist  to  wholesale  druggist  or 
any  others  mentioned  above. 

3.  Sale  by  retail  chemist  to  another  retail  chemist  neigh- 
bour or  any  of  those  in  (1). 

4.  Sale  by  a  medical  practitioner  to  a  medical  practi- 
tioner. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  considerable  number  of  transactions  in 
Part  1  poisons  which  are  at  present  conducted  on  the 
wholesale  basis  are  not,  according  to  the  strict  letter  of  the 
law,  wholesale  at  all,  and  if  the  law  were  as  strictly  en- 
forced the  retail  chemist's  qualification  would  be  required  by 
those  engaged  in  the  selling.  It  is  also  obvious  that  the 
most  favourable  High  Court  decision  would  not  go  far 
enough  to  bring  all  the  sales  above  specified  within  the 
terms  of  the  section,  because  it  is  not  sufficiently  elastic. 
We  must,  therefore,  be  content  with  things  as  they  are, 
retailers  being  very  careful  about  what  they  treat  as  whole- 
sale transactions  in  Part  1  poisons.  We  are  advised  that  all 
sales  by  retailers  who  have  not  a  wholesale  department 
should  be  registered.  We  accept  this  dictum  with  hesita- 
tion, but  to  follow  it  would  entail  no  hardship.  The  police 
are  not  likely  to  interfere  with  manufacturers  and  whole- 
salers. The  alternative  is  a  thorough  revision  of  the  law, 
and  events  certainly  seem  to  be  pointing  towards  more 
public-spirited  Pharmacy  and  Poison  Bills  than  those  which 
•we  are  acquainted  with. 

Foreign  Trade  in  August. 

The  feature  of  the  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  August 
"is  again  the  substantial  expansion  in  exports,  especi- 
ally of  British  goods,  the  imports  being  almost 
stationary.    Holiday  influences  were  at  work  during  the 


month,  and  on  that  account  the  aggregate  turnover  was 
below  that  of  July,  being  94,018,830/.,  as  compared  with 
100,053,926/.    The  totals  were  as  follows  :

In  the  import  details  for  August  wholly  or  mainly  manu- 
factured articles  declined  by  638,500/.,  as  compared  with 
August  last  year.  Raw  materials  grew  by  695,140/.,  the 
outstanding  feature  being  an  improvement  of  708,960/.  in 
oil  seeds,  fats,  gums,  etc.,  while  food,  drink,  and  tobacco 
expanded  by  393,420/.  Chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours 
were  94,380/.  more,  or  a  total  of  951,360/.,  the  most  impor- 
tant items  being  the  decline  in  bleaching  materials,  brim- 
stone, coal  products  (not  dyes),  muriate  of  ammonia,  sul- 
phuric and  tartaric  acids,  quinine  and  quinine  salts, 
unenumerated  drugs,  and  painters'  colours  and  pigments. 
The  decline  in  these  products  was  more  than  outweighed 
by  increased  imports  of  glycerin,  saltpetre,  soda  compounds, 
boron  compounds,  coal-tar  dyes,  and  myrobalans.  On  the 
export  side  the  marked  expansion  referred  to  above  applied 
to  every  department  of  British  goods,  the  bulk  being  as 
usual  in  manufactured  articles,  the  total  increase  in  this 
section  being  2,207,000/.  over  August  last  year.  To  this 
amount  chemicals  contributed  172,700/.,  rising  to  1,319,820/. 
Raw  materials,  however,  show  the  largest  individual  in- 
crease, coal  being  responsible  for  927,620/.,  the  exports  of 
that  commodity  being  valued  at  3,784,870/.,  against 
2,857,240/.  in  August  of  1906 — the  actual  exports  were 
5,842,000  tons,  against  5,201,530  tons,  thus  showing  that 
values  have  been  enormously  enhanced.  The  increased 
business  in  chemicals  last  month  particularly  applied  to 
sulphate  of  copper,  glycerin,  quinine  and  quinine  salts, 
unenumerated  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations,  sulphuric 
acid,  soda  compounds,  painters'  colours  and  materials,  and 
unenumerated  chemicals.  Bleaching  materials,  naphthaline, 
carbolic  acid,  aniline  and  coal-tar  oils  all  declined.  Quick- 
silver, shellac,  and  gum  arabic  were  also  exported  in  de- 
creased quantities.  Glancing  at  the  eight  months'  trade  in 
exports  of  chemicals  and  allied  goods,  we  have  now  reached 
the  huge  total  of  11,730,800/.,  an  advance  of  1,363,410/.  on 
the  corresponding  period  of  1906.  The  increased  activity 
applies  to  almost  every  item,  the  notable  exceptions  being 
a  falling-off  in  cream  of  tartar  and  British  quinine.  The 
figures  in  regard  to  the  latter  reveal  the  fact  that  over 
50  per  cent,  of  the  exports  were  declared  as  of  British  make, 
and  in  view  of  renewed  interest  lately  shown  in  quinine 
the  figures  are  worth  quoting  :

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  quinine  exports  in 
the  aggregate  have  fallen  by  almost  200,000  oz.  this  year, 
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but  the  curious  fact  is  the  enormous  rise  in  exports  returned 
as  "  foreign  "  when  compared  with  the  two  previous  years. 
There  was  a  distinct  revival  in  exports  of  quinine  during 
August,  and  if  it  should  be  maintained  this  month  there 
is  a  possibility  of  reaching  the  1906  figures  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  shipments  of  quicksilver  have  again  been 
on  a  more  liberal  scale,  rising  to  21,279  bottles,  against 
18,270  bottles  in  1906,  14,417  bottles  in  1905,  and  14,793 
bottles  in  1904,  but  the  average  value  per  bottle  is  about 
4.s.  6c/.  less.  Altogether  the  chemical  trade  is  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition  judging  from  the  volume  of  exports,  and  the 
outlook  is  still  considered  good. 


H.  B.  Baildon,  M.A.,  Ph.C. 


A  Literary  Pharmacist. 

The  tragic  death  of  Dr.  H.  Bellyse  Baildon  (see  p.  430) 
terminates  one  of  the  most  notable  associations  of  literature 
and  pharmacy  in  this  country  during  the  present  genera- 
tion, and  this  at  a  time 
when  there  seemed  to  be 
promise  to  the  man  of 
wider  recognition  as 
writer  and  critic.  It 
would  be  wrong  to  claim 
Dr.  Baildon  as  a  literary 
product  of  pharmacy. 
He  was  rather  a  writer 
whose  association  with 
our  craft  was  an  accident 
of  circumstances.  His 
ambition  had  lain  in  the 
direction  of  the  Church, 
and  it  was  only  filial 
affection  that  turned  him 
from  it.  He  was  the 
son  of  an  English  phar- 
macist (the  late  Mr. 
Henry  C.  Baildon),  who 
had  established  himself  in  Princes  Street,  Edinburgh, 
where  he  built  up  one  of  the  best  chemists'  businesses 
in  Scotland.  When  he  came  to  manhood  Henry  Bellyse  con- 
formed with  his  father's  wishes  rather  than  his  own  desires 
by  entering  his  father's  pharmacy.  He  became  a  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist  in  1875,  and  subsequently  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  in  Scotland,  a  member  of  the  North 
British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  first 
chairman  of  the  reformed  Executive  in  Scotland,  and  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Society.  His  direct  par- 
ticipation in  pharmacy  was  ultimately  broken  in  1888. 
H.  Bellyse  Baildon  was  born  at  Granton,  near  Edinburgh, 
in  1849,  and  after  his  school-days  he  matriculated  for  the 
arts  classes  at  the  University,  and  while  there  one  of  his 
fellow-students  was  the  late  Robert  Louis  Stevenson.  They 
had  been  at  a  preparatory  school  together,  and,  as  boys, 
collaborated  in  editing  a  school  magazine,  and  wrote  a 
serial  story.  Thus  started  a  friendship  which  lasted  while 
Stevenson  lived.  Baildon  did  not  attend  the  Edinburgh 
University  long,  but  proceeded  to  Peterhouse,  Cambridge, 
where  he  rowed  a  bit  (lie  won  the  Peterhouse 
Challenge  Sculls),  and  graduated  with  honours  (Senior 
Optime)  in  1872.  Returning  to  Edinburgh,  he,  in 
July  1874,  passed  the  Minor  examination,  a  year 
later  the  Major.  Even  while  he  was  studying  for 
these  examinations  he  had  become  a  writer.  In 
1873  he  published  a  volume  of  poems  entitled  "  First- 
fruits  and  Shed  Leaves,"  and  in  1875  "Rosamund:  A 
Tragic  Drama"  was  published.  These  gave  decided  pro- 
mise, and  showed  poetic  power  above  the  average,  but  it 
was  not  until  1880,  when  he  published  "  The  Spirit  of 


Nature  :  A  series  of  essays  on  the  history  of  matter  from 
the  atom  to  the  flower,"  that  Baildon's  keen  powers  of 
observation  were  combined  with  facility  and  felicity  of 
expression.  "  The  Spirit  of  Nature  "  embodied  a  series  of 
addresses  which  the  author  had  delivered  to  the  North 
British  Branch.  A  few  years  later,  after  the  death  of  his 
father,  Baildon  took  as  a  partner  Mr.  Robert  Aitkin,  who 
had  been  with  Messrs.  John  Bell  &  Co.,  Oxford  Street, 
London,  and  this  gave  him  the  opportunity  of  devoting 
more  of  his  time  to  literary  pursuits.  In  1884  he  published 
a  monograph  on  "Emerson,  Man  and  Teacher,"  which 
revealed  another  side  of  his  ability.  In  1888  he  quite 
severed  his  connection  with  pharmacy,  and  in  1889  he  was 
appointed  lecturer  in  English  Literature  to  the  University 
Extension,  Edinburgh.  In  the  following  year  he  edited 
the  poetical  works  of  Sir  Walter  Scott.  The  Northern 
capital  has  never  lost  its  brilliant  literary  associations,  and 
in  the  last  two  decades  of  the  nineteenth  century  some 
notable  writers  either  resided  or  sojourned  in  Edinburgh. 
Baildon  was  in  touch  with  all  of  them,  and  for  some  time 
was  president  of  the  Pen  and  Pencil  Club,  which  enter- 
tained many  of  the  distinguished  sojourners.  At  his  resi- 
dence in  Murrayfield  he  also  gathered  round  him  some  of 
the  brighter  spirits  of  Scottish  literature,  and  the  mansion 
is  described  by  Stevenson  in  "The  Misadventure  of  John 
Nicholson."  Baildon's  appointment  as  a  lecturer  in 
Edinburgh  determined  his  subsequent  career.  Ha 
went  to  Freiburg  University,  where  he  graduated  as 
Ph.D.,  and  in  1898  became  lecturer  in  English  in 
the  Imperial  University  of  Vienna.  In  1901  his 
life-study  of  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  was  published, 
and,  considering  his  close  association  with  that 
gifted  writer,  Dr.  Baildon's  appreciation  was  one  of  the 
most  careful  criticisms  of  Stevenson  which  have  been  pub- 
lished, and  was  singularly  free  from  the  fulsome  praise 
which  characterised  many  other  biographies.  Since  then 
Dr.  Baildon  had  written  largely  and  well,  and  his  recent 
edition  of  the  poems  of  William  Dunbar,  with  an  account 
of  his  life  and  times,  has  been  welcomed  as  one  of  the  chief 
literary  achievements  of  the  year.  This  work  showed 
Dr.  Baildon  in  his  most  scholarly  manner,  while 
displaying  his  care  as  an  editor  and  his  precision 
as  an  analytical  critic.  We  have  said  that  Dr. 
Baildon  was  a  literary  man  in  whose  life  pharmacy  was 
an  accident  of  circumstances,  which  probably  accounts  for 
the  complete  severance  of  his  association  with  our  calling 
since  the  year  1888;  indeed,  the  descriptions  of 
his  career  which  have  appeared  in  the  daily  papers  do 
not  mention  the  fact  that  he  was  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
— a  circumstance  which  one  regrets,  but  it  is  consistent 
with  his  ideas  of  later  years.  Nevertheless,  while  he  was 
associated  with  the  North  British  Branch,  Dr.  Baildon 
was  most  enthusiastic  in  regard  to  the  interests  of  Scottish 
pharmacy — in  itself  a  remarkable  fact,  for  his  personal 
characteristics  were  essentially  English.  In  1886,  when 
chemists  in  Scotland  were  at  war  with  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  regard  to  the  management  of  its 
affairs  in  Scotland,  Dr.  Baildon  was  appointed  convener 
of  a  committee  which  was  formed  to  "  consider  the  critical 
condition  of  affairs  in  the  North  British  Branch,"  and  he 
fought  well  for  Scottish  rights,  ultimately  unseating  the 
late  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  from  the  Council  and  securing  the 
compromise  under  which  the  work  of  the  Society  in  Scot- 
land is  now  conducted.  He  was  the  first  Chairman  of  the 
Branch,  1887-88,  and  in  October  of  the  latter  year  resigned 
his  seat  on  the  Council  of  the  Society.  Many  in  British 
pharmacy  remember  him  as  an  examiner  of  the  most  cour- 
teous type,  and  all  will  deplore  that  his  life  has  set  in 
shadow  such  as  all  men  dread. 
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Plague  and  Rats. 

In  a  letter  to  the  "Times"  last  Saturday,  Mr.  W.  F. 
Haffkine,  the  authority  on  plague  in  India,  dealt  with  the 
question  of  exterminating  rats  as  a  means  of  preventing  a 
spread  of  the  scourge.  The  flea  of  the  rat  is  the  inter- 
mediary in  carrying  infection,  and,  referring  to  the  schemes 
for  exterminating  the  rats  by  means  of  poison,  he  said  "  no 
poisoning  operations  can  kill  as  many  rats  as  the  plague 
does  itself."  The  "Times"  made  Mr.  Haffkine's  letter 
the  occasion  for  a  lengthy  editorial  article,  which  was  a 
defence  of  Mr.  Haffkine.  It  may  be  remembered  that  at 
Mulkowal,  towards  the  end  of  1902,  nineteen  person's  died 
from  tetanus  following  upon  inoculation  with  the 
Haffkine  plague  prophylactic  serum.  Mr.  Haffkine  was 
held  to  be  responsible  for  this,  and  his  engagement  with 
the  Indian  Government  terminated.  It  has  now  been  con- 
clusively proved  that  the  contamination  of  the  serum  with 
tetanus  bacilli  took  place  after  the  stuff  was  beyond  Mr. 
Haffkine's  control,  and  the  object  of  the  "Times" 
editorial  is  to  get  Mr.  Haffkine  reinstated. 

Sandalwood  Oil. 

In  connection  with  the  communication  on  sandalwood  oil 
from  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.'s  laboratories,  which  is 
printed  on  p.  448,  we  quote  the  following  observations  by 
Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  referred  to  therein  : 

We  have  been  large  distillers  of  sandalwood  for  many 
years,  and  have  given  much  consideration  to  the  suggested 
requirements  for  a  genuine  oil. 

In  our  opinion  the  solubility  test  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  as 
it  is  often  applied  is  not  a  reliable  indication  of  purity,  and 
it  can  only  be  rendered  useful  by  the  inclusion  of  limits  of 
temperature.  Oils  distilled  by  ourselves  during  past  years, 
which  have  been  in  stock  for  some  little  time,  have  required 
a  temperature  of  21°  C.  to  yield  a  clear  solution  in  six 
volumes  of  70  per  cent,  alcohol :  it  is  also  probable  that  the 
solubility  is  affected  by  the  length  of  time  during  which  the 
wood  is  stored. 

The  limits  of  optical  rotation  given  in  the  Pharmacopoeia 
are  also  very  often  exceeded  especially  in  oils  distilled  at  a 
low  temperature,  or  when  roots  are  used.  Oils  distilled  by 
ourselves  have  rotated  polarised  light  as  little  as  —14°  36' 
and  as  much  as  -20°  38'.  It  is  possible,  by  taking  certain 
technical  precautions  during  distillation,  to  bring  the  rota- 
tion up  slightly,  but  the  fact  remains  that  perfectly  genuine 
oils  have  been  distilled  which  have  not  satisfied  the  B.P. 
requirements  as  to  rotatory  power  and  have  required  some 
degree  of  heat  for  complete  solution  in  70  per  cent,  alcohol. 

We  find  that  the  santalol  content  varies  between  93  per 
cent,  and  98  percent,  when  estimated  with  acetic  anhydride. 
The  94  per  cent,  limit  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Revision  Com- 
mittee Report  is,  in  our  opinion,  slightly  too  high. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  data  now  communicated  by  Messrs. 
W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.  that  the  last  word  has  by  no  means  been 
said  regarding  the  standards  upon  which  this  oil  should  be 
judged.  It  is  most  desirable  that  all  English  distillers  of 
sandalwood  oil  should  co-operate  in  having  the  points  in 
dispute  settled,  for  they  cannot  be  unless  distillations  on  a 
large  scale  are  considered,  and  the  conditions  of  the  wood 
are  approximately  the  same,  as  well  as  the  manner  of  dis- 
tilling.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

A MEETING  of  the  Council  was  held  in  the  Society's 
House,  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  Septem- 
ber 4,  at  3  p.m.  The  President  (Dr.  Walsh)  was  in  the  chair, 
and  there  were  also  present  the  Vice-President  (Mr.  J. 
Smith),  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  Mr.  J.  Michie,  Mr.  George 
D.  Beggs,  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson,  Sir  William  Baxter  (Cole- 
raine),  Mr.  R.  Blair  (Cork),  Mr.  J.  E.  Connor  (Newry),  and 
Mr.  T.  N.  Moffitt  (Belfast). 

In  the  course  of  the  proceedings,  the  President  said  a 
letter  had  been  received  from  Mr.  James  Tate  intimating 
that  it  was  not  his  intention  to  seek  re-election  to  the 
Council.  He  (the  President)  was  sure  that  they  would  all 
be  sorry  to  lose  him.  He  had  taken  a  great  interest  in  the 
Society,  had  attended  the  Council-meetings  very  often,  and 
had  moreover  been  of  the  greatest  use  to  them  in  Belfast. 
They  should  therefore  ask  him  to  reconsider  his  determina- 
tion. He  might  not  be  able  to  come  very  often  to  the 
Council-meetings,  but  his  services  in  Belfast  would  be  of 
great  value  to  the  Society.  He  (the  President)  therefore 
suggested  that  the  Registrar  should  write  to  him,  asking 
him  to  reconsider  his  letter. 

It  was  arranged  that  Mr.  Moffitt  should  call  on  Mr.  Tate 
in  Belfast,  and  inform  him  of  the  desire  of  the  Council  that 
he  should  remain  with  them. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Irish  Privy  Council  approv- 
ing of  the  new  regulations  which  the  Council  had  made  in 
reference  to  honour  marks  at  the  Licence  examination. 

Reports  from  the  Law  and  House  Committees  were  read 
and  dealt  with.

Enniscorthy. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  the  Hon. 
Treasurer,  the  following  were  elected  associate'druggists  : 
Mr.  James  Keating,  Taghmon,  co.  Wexford;  Mr.  Henry 
Hamilton,  Swinford,  co.  Mayo  ;  and  Mr.  Joseph  I.  Dowling, 
Dublin. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Beggs,  seconded  by  Sir  William 
Baxter,  Mr.  G.  H.  Carleton,  of  Larne,  was  nominated  for 
membership  of  the  Society. 

Routine  business  having  been  transacted,  the  Council 
adjourned.

Sepia  Platinotypes. 

A  NEW  developer  for  the  production  of  "  sepia  plats  "  was 
recently  recommended  by  Dr.  Jacoby.    The  formula  is  : 

Potassium  oxalate    2C0  grams 

Ammonium  phosphate   50  grams 

Copper  sulphate   2  grams 

Water    1,000  c.c. 

As  the  image  produced  by  this  solution  is  somewhat  soluble 
in  hypo,  development  should  be  carried  much  further  than 
usual. 

Development  of  P.O. P. 

The  following  is  a  new  formula  for  developing  P.O. P. 
which  originated  on  the  Continent.  It  is  said  to  be  possible 
to  produce  enlargements  on  printing-out  paper  with  an  ex- 
posure of  from  five  to  ten  minutes  to  daylight.  The  formula 
is  : 

1.  Potassium  carbonate   10  gr. 

Citric  acid   15  gr. 

Water  to    2  oz. 

2.  Glycin    5  gr. 

Pyrogallpl    5  gr. 

Water  to       ...    uz. 

No  information  is  given  as  to  the  colour  of  the  print  obtained 
by  this  method  except  that  it  is  so  far  presentable  as  not  to 
need  toning.  Fixing  is  done  in  a  weak  hypo,  bath — about 
5  per  cent. 

The  Life  of  the  Fixing  B^h. 

Notwithstanding  the  cheapness  of  sodium  hyposulphite, 
some  amateur  photographers  are  very  economical  with  it, 
and  one  is  constantly  being  asked  how  long  it  will  work. 
The  appended  notes — due  to  Messrs.  Lumiere  and  Seyewitz 
— give  some  official  figures,  although  it  would  obviously  be 
unwise  to  push  the  action  of  the  hypo,  to  its  extreme.  These 
investigators  say  that  not  more  than  100  quarter-plates 
should  be  fixed  in  two  pints  of  a  15-per-cent.  solution  of 
hypo.,  and  that  if  the  bath  contains  an  acid  salt — such  as 
sodium  bisulphite  or  potassium  metasulphite — only  half  this 
number  of  plates  is  permissible.  If  the  bath  contains  0.5  per 
cent,  of  chrome  alum  as  well  as  the  acid  salt  it  will  fix 
seventy-five  quarter-plates.  As  a  test  of  the  condition  of 
the  fixing  bath  they  recommend  that  a  drop  or  two  be  placed 
on  a  sheet  of  white  paper  and  exposed  to  sunlight  and  warm 
air.  If  the  spot  left  on  evaporation  turns  brown  the  bath 
is  exhausted. 

The  Removal  of  Pyro.  Stains. 

is  an  old  and  troublesome  problem.  The  following  bath 
was  some  time  ago  recommended  in  the  "  Photographic 
News,"  and  I  have  found  it  to  work  almost  like  magic  : 

Alum                                      ...  5  oz 

Ferrous  sulphate   I5OZ. 

Citric  acid   ...       ...       ...       ...  5  oz. 

Water    10  oz. 

Hauff  recommends  thio-carbamide  for  the  purpose,  his 
formula  being  : 

Thio-carbamide    10  gr. 

Citric  acid    ...    5  gr. 

Water  ...      ...       ...      ...     1  oz. 

Making  Paper  Translucent. 

According  to  the  "  Photogram,"  the  following  solution  is 
recommended  by  Mac  as  the  best  for  rendering  paper  trans- 
lucent : 

Powdered  resin    4  oz. 

Gum  elemi   4  oz. 

Paraffin  wax    2  oz. 

Spirit  of  turpentine   12  oz. 

The  liquid  is  applied  to  the  back  of  the  photographic  print 
by  means  of  a  broad  flat  brush,  the  paper  being  then  allowed 
to  dry. 

Making  Acetone  Sulphite. 

On  visiting  a  photographic  friend  the  other  day  I  found 
him  making  acetone  sulphite,  and  it  struck  me  that  the 
method  of  preparation  he  was  adopting  would  be  of  interest 
to  other  photographic  chemists.  The  apparatus  consisted 
of  a  flask  fitted  with  a  safety  funnel  and  delivery  tube 


placed  in  a  water-bath  and  containing  acetone.  The 
delivery  tube  dipped  into  a  bottle  containing  a  saturated 
solution  of  potassium  metasulphite.  On  heating  the  water- 
bath  the  acetone  is  volatilised  and  driven  into  the  potassium- 
metasuiphite  solution,  when  the  acetone  sulphite  is  pre- 
cipitated as  crystals.  At  the  end  of  the  reaction — that  is, 
when  no  more  crystals  are  thrown  out — the  acetone  sul- 
phite is  separated  from  the  liquor  and  dried.

Saturate  a  piece  of  absorbent  cotton  with  the  liquid  and 
plug  into  the  hole  of  the  tooth. 

Excipient  for  Oxidisable  Substances. 

Carles,  in  a  note  communicated  to  the  "Bulletin  Com- 
mercial," p.  377,  on  massing  into  pills  such  substances  as 
potassium  permanganate,  gold  chloride,  silver  nitrate,  mer- 
curic chloride  and  iodide,  potassium  bichromate,  and  other 
substances,  speaks  well  of  a  mixture  of  powdered  and 
calcined  kaolin  2  grams,  calcined  anhydrous  sodium  sul- 
phate 1  gram,  to  which,  after  mixing  with  the  medicament, 
is  to  be  added  1  gram  of  water.  He  recommends  the  mixed 
powders  to  be  kept  together  and  added  to  the  powdered 
drug,  then  massed  and  rolled  quickly,  as  the  mass  only 
remains  plastic  for  from  six  to  ten  minutes.  After  a  quar- 
ter of  an  hour  the  pills  are  as  hard  as  stone ;  nevertheless, 
they  are  so  soluble  that  one  minute,  at  most,  in  cold  water  is 
sufficient  to  entirely  dissolve  them.  Only  about  a  dozen 
should  be  massed  at  a  time. 

Unna's  Keratinised  Pills. 

Runge  communicated  to  the  ' '  Pharmazeutische  Zeitung  " 
(1907,  p.  555)  a  note  on  the  preparation  of  keratinised  pills 
as  recommended  by  Unna.  The  fatty  excipient  employed 
is  of  the  following  composition  : 

Yellow  wax   15  grams 

Fresh  beef  suet      ...       ...       ...    85  grams 

Melt  and  add  a  solution  of 

Coumarin   0.1  gram 

Alcohol  (90-per-cent.)    5  grams 

Mix  together,  and  evaporate  the  alcohol  by  means  of  a 
water-bath. 

Various  powders  are  used  as  a  secondary  excipient — namely, 
hydrate  of  alumina  (white  bole),  kaolin,  powdered  char- 
coal, and  rice  flour,  with  the  addition  of  a  little  soap. 
The  pills  when  prepared  are  coated  five  or  six  times  with  a 
solution  of  keratin  (1  in  30  of  ammonia).  [For  particulars  as 
to  this  solution,  see  "The  Art  of  Dispensing."]  To  pre- 
vent the  pills  sticking  to  each  other,  they  are  rolled  when 
nearly  dry  in  graphite  powder.  This  is  an  indispensable 
precaution,  as  otherwise  the  coating  of  keratin  is  damaged 
and  the  medicine  has  not  the  desired  effect.  The  following 
are  examples  of  the  formulas  prescribed  by  Unna  : 

Arscnious  Acid  nils. 

Arsenious  acid        ...       ...       ...  0.5  gram 

Powdered  vegetable  charcoal    ...  3  grams 

Powdered  medicinal  soap   0.5  gram 

Fatty  excipient    6  grams 

Triturate  the  acid  with  the  powdered  charcoal,  then  add  the 
powdered  soap  with  the  fatty  excipient  and  mass,  dividing 
into  100  pills,  each  of  which  will  contain  0.005  gram  of 
arsenious  acid  (about  0%  grain). 

Ferrous-chloride  Pills. 

Dried  ferrous  chloride    3  grams 

Kaolin   5.5  grams 

Rice  starch   5  grams 

Powdered  medicinal  soap        ...    1.5  gram 

Fatty  excipient   10  grams 

Triturate  the  ferrous  chloride  with  the  kaolin.  Separately 
mix  the  powdered  soap  and  rice.  Mass  these  with  the  fatty 
excipient  and  divide  into  100  pills.  Each  contains  FeCU, 
0.03  gram  (about  |  grain).

IT  was  at  the  Photographic  Salon,  in  the  austere 
atmosphere  of  Pall  Mall  East,  and  I  was  regarding 
a  "winter"  study  with  a  semblance  of  expert  criticism 
which  was  quite  unwarranted. 

"Yes,  it's  very  pretty,  and  very  clever,"  remarked  the 
Big  Man  behind  me — one  of  the  Links  in  the  Ring — "but 
it  isn't  true." 

"That  may  be,"  said  his  companion — another  Link,  and 
in  appearance  the  Embodiment  of  Art — "but  then  Truth 
is  so  uninteresting.  How  much  more  interesting  is  the 
Picturesque  Lie." 

This,  as  the  French  say,  "gave  me  furiously  to  think." 
I  glanced  at  the  Twin  Links.  The  first  speaker,  as  I  had 
surmised,  was  a  large  man  in  every  way,  in  the  ordinary 
attire  of  an  Englishman ;  while  the  second  wore  a  Trilby 
hat  on  his  lengthy  locks,  a  Shavian  beard,  and  a  Montmartre 
tie.  I  cogitated  awhile,  wondering  which  of  the  speakers 
was  the  True  Spirit  of  the  Ring,  and  came  to  the  satis- 
factory conclusion  (for  I  had  been  round  the  exhibits  by  this 
time)  that  the  Ring  was  a  blend  of  both.    The  Linked 

,  Ring  personifies  the  Higher  Note  in  photography,  and  the 

1  fifteenth  annual  exhibition  in  the  Gallery  of  the  Royal 

j  Society  of  Painters  in  Water  Colours  is  as  well  worth  seeing 
as  its  predecessors.  It  will  be  open  until  October  26,  and 
pharmaceutical  camerists  should  not  miss  it.  There  are 
sixty-six  exhibitors  and  183  "  subjects  "  on  the  walls.  The 
most  strenuous  is  Mr.  Malcolm  Arbuthnot,  who  has  no 

!  fewer  than  seventeen  studies  to  his  credit.  Mr.  Arbuthnot 
is  an  almost  slavish  disciple  of  Mr.  Alvin  Langdon  Coburn 
(whose  portrait  he  exhibits),  and,  as  all  frequenters  of 
these  exhibitions  know,  Mr.  Coburn  has  been  the  influence 
of  the  Ring.  The  "  Master"  is  not  showing  this  year,  but 
his  disciples  are  many.  Next  in  order  of  productive 
capacity  may  be  classed  Mr.  R.  Diihrkoop,  who  displays 
twelve  portrait  studies  all  more  or  less  in  the  Coburn  vein. 
Then  comes  Mr.  J.  Craig  Annan  with  ten  exhibits,  but 
these  all  have  an  individuality  which  is  Mr.  Annan's  very 

|  own.  The  most  successful  are  perhaps  his  portraits  of 
"H.  G.  Wells,  Esq.,"  and  of  "  Wm.  Jack,  Esq.,  D.Sc, 
LL.D."  In  like  manner  the  distinctive  style  of  Mr.  A. 
Horsley  Hinton  is  demonstrated  in  his  six  landscapes, 
albeit  two  of  these,  "The  Steam  Saw"  and  "The  White 
Mill,"  are  somewhat  different  in  treatment  from  the  usual 
Hinton  productions.  Mr.  Reginald  Craigie,  the  hon.  sec- 
retary of  the  Ring,  has  three  portraits,  the  best  being  a 

.  profile  of  Mrs.  Craigie  in  red  tones — an  excellent  piece  of 
work.  Mr.  Cavendish  Morton  is  likewise  very  successful,

Mr.  Yarnall 
Abbott  has  been  very  successful  with  a  "  Street  in  Rothen- 
burg,"  in  blue  and  yellow  (sunlight)  tints,  and  Mr. 
William  A.  Clark  in  "The  Bishop's  Eye"  has  obtained  a 
very  true  stone-effect,  and  his  perspective  shows  an  ex- 
tremely delicate  technique.

£bc  Mecfc's  Jpoteonmos. 

TEN  deaths  by  poisoning  have  been  reported  during  the 
week,  one  being  a  misadventure.  The  poisons  impli- 
cated were  carbolic  acid  (two),  laudanum,  hydrochloric  acid, 
liquid  ammonia,  salt  of  lemon,  and  a  "potent  irritant 
poison  "  unidentified.  Minnie  Lambert,  a  young  domestic 
servant  at  York,  poisoned  herself  with  carbolic  acid,  after 
leaving  a  letter  indicating  that  she  intended  to  take  her  life. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Exmouth  on  September  5  on  the  body 
of  Sarah  Bolt,  who  died  from  carbolic-acid  poisoning,  it 
was  stated  that  the  acid  was  supplied  for  sanitary  purposes 
by  an  employe  of  the  Urban  District  Council.  The  acid 
was  placed  in  a  bottle  similar  to  that  containing  stout,  and 
deceased's  daughter  by  mistake  gave  her  mother  the  carbolic 
for  stout.  The  Urban  Council's  employe  who  supplied  the 
acid  said  there  were  no  restrictions  as  to  supplying  the 
public  with  disinfectants,  and  the  Coroner  (Mr.  Cox)  asked 
the  jury  to  add  to  their  verdict  a  rider  dealing  with  the 
matter.  The  jury  accordingly  asked  the  Urban  Council  to 
direct  that  in  future  when  supplying  disinfectants  the  bottles 
should  be  labelled  "  Carbolic  acid  "  and  "  Poison,"  the  same 
as  chemists  are  obliged  to  do. — Samuel  Hadfield  (49),  a  file- 
forger,  poisoned  himself  with  laudanum  at  Ecclesall. — The 
mysterious  poison  was  taken  by  Maria  Spencer  (14),  in 
service  at  Burnham  Priory. — Mr.  F.  J.  Browning,  a  Whit- 
stable  tradesman,  committed  suicide  with  salt  of  lemon. — 
Mary  Streeter  (59),  general  help  at  a  Brighton  boarding- 
house,  drank  a  fatal  quantity  of  spirit  of  salt. — James  Smith 
Holt,  a  Rochdale  joiner,  died  from  the  effects  of  drinking 
liquid  ammonia.  At  the  inquest  on  September  6  evidence 
was  given  to  the  effect  that  the  ammonia  had  been  purchased 
from  a  manufacturing  chemist,  and  one  of  the  members  of 
the  firm,  Mr.  F.  R.  Whitworth,  said  the  ammonia  was  of 
high  strength.  The  Coroner  (Mr.  F.  N.  Molesworth)  : 
Have  you  read  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  the  regulations  for 
people  selling  poisons? — No,  because  we  are  not  dispensers. 
The  Coroner  :  That  does  not  matter.  You  are  selling 
poison.  Mr.  Molesworth  contended  that  the  ammonia  ought 
to  have  been  sold  in  a  bottle  properly  labelled,  but  Mr. 
Whitworth  replied  that  the  Act  did  not  apply  to  them. 
The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  it  was  a  dangerous  thing 
to  sell  ammonia  in  this  way,  but  he  could  not  say  whether 
it  was  illegal  or  not.  He  should  consider  it  his  duty  to 
report  the  whole  matter  to  the  Chief  Constable,  and  let  him 
take  what  steps  he  thought  proper  in  order  that  a  stop' 
might  be  put  to  the  indiscriminate  sale  of  ammonia  of  this 
strength. — Oxalic  acid  caused  the  death  of  Alfred  Ernest 
Geddes  (33),  a  brewer's  drayman  at  Upton  Park.  At  the 
inquest  Dr.  Colman  said  for  Id.  one  could  get  1  oz.  of 
oxalic  acid,  enough  to  kill  half  a  dozen  men.  It  was  a  most 
virulent  poison,  and  he  thought  it  should  be  scheduled 
under  the  Poisons  Act. — Mary  Adelaide  Margaret  Yescombe 
(37),  of  Dalkey,  near  Dublin,  was  found  dead  in  bed,  the 
medical  opinion  being  that  death  was  due  to  inhaling  cam- 
phorated chloroform. — Dr.  Bradshaw,  of  Dromore,  co. 
Donegal,  committed  suicide  by  first  swallowing  as  much 
arsenic  as  would  kill  a  dozen  people  and  then  cutting  his 
throat. — The  wife  of  a  farmer  living  near  Clonmel,  co. 
Tipperary,  while  suffering  from  mania,  attempted  to  pcison 
her  husband  with  strychnine.

scientific  interest  and  commercial  importance.  These 
results  practically  confirm  the  facts  published  by  us  in  1898 
in  "  Current  Observations  on  Essential  Oils,"  p.  33.  In 
further  confirmation  of  these  figures  the  following  more 
recent  data  relating  to  our  distillations  of  East  Indian 
sandalwood  may  prove  of  interest.  The  figures  given  in 
Table  I.  relate  to  oil  distilled  from  sixteen  parcels  of 
genuine  East  Indian  wood  of  good  quality,  representing  a 
bulk  of  80  tons. 

It  will  be  observed  that  only  four  of  the  sixteen  samples 
respond  to  the  requirements  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
1898. 

Previous  to  1903  we  had  not  distilled  and  examined  oils 
of  East  Indian  sandalwood  which  presented  any  difficulty 
with  the  test  for  solubility  in  70-per-cent.  alcohol  as  shown 
in  Table  II. 

Subsequent  to  1903  a  large  proportion  of  the  oils  we  have 
distilled,  as  shown  in  the  first  table,  do  not  respond  to  that 
test.  Our  experience  now  leads  us  to  these  opinions  : 
(1)  That  the  present  official  limits  for  the  optical  rotation  of 
the  oil  are  too  narrow;  (2)  that  there  is  no  constant  co- 
relation  between  the  observed  optical  activity  and  the  solu- 
bility ;  (3)  that  the  solubility  test,  even  when  performed  at

SEPTEMBER  has  so  far  proved  somewhat  disappointing 
from  a  business  point  of  view,  and  there  is  little  of 
interest  to  report.  In  price  alterations  the  most  important 
is  an  advance  in  glycerin  of  21.  per  ton,  the  market  still 
being  in  upward  tendency.  Opium  is  steady,  with  an 
absence  of  important  business  in  primary  markets.  Iodides 
continue  unsettled  in  view  of  the  Japanese  offers,  and 
quinine  is  nominal.  At  auction,  manufacturing  cinchona 
sold  at  dearer  rates,  but  the  total  amount  offered  was 
unimportant.  Copper  sulphate  is  lower,  but  antimony  again 
shows  a  decided  advance.  Quicksilver  is  dearer.  Among 
drugs,  cascara  sagrada  is  tending  easier.  Chamomiles  are 
lower,  as  the  result  of  a  few  days'  fine  weather,  and  sweet 
almond  oil  has  been  reduced  Zd.,  as  better  supplies  of 
almonds  are  assured.  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  is  well  main- 
tained, and  prices,  if  anything,  tend  firmer.  Aniseed  oil  is 
steady,  and  peppermint  oil  lacks  interest.  The  changes  of 
the  week,  including  those  of  the  auction  of  first-hand  drugs, 
are  as  follows  :

New  York,  September  12  : — Business  in  drugs  shows  an 
improved  feeling.  Opium  is  unsettled.  Cascara  sagrada 
is  unchanged  at  10^c,  but  is  in  upward  tendency.  Refined 
camphor  is  lower  at  80c.  in  barrels.  Quinine  is  steady  at 
16c.  Peppermint  oil  is  easy  at  $1.60,  and  hydrastis 
(golden  seal)  is  strong  at  $1.65.  Curacao  aloes  is  lower  at 
8c.  per  lb. 

Proposed  Santonin  Monopoly. 

In  our  issue  of  March  9,  1907  (p.  397),  wo  alluded  to  the 
changes  taking  place  in  the  santonin  industry  in  Turkestan. 
It  would  now  appear,  from  a  statement  appearing  in  the 
"  Apotheker  Zeitung,"  that  the  manufacture  of  this  important 
drug  is  about  to  be  monopolised  by  Germany,  an  arrangement 
having  been  made  by  which  the  whole  crop  of  santonica  is 
to  be  sold  for  a  number  of  years  to  a  German  firm  (Reppmann 
&  Rust,  of  Baku),  who  intend  to  export  the  crude  drug  direct 
to  Germany,  so  that  the  German  industry  will  then  have  the 
monopoly  of  the  santonin  production.  Artemisia  Cina,  the 
plant  from  which  flares  cince  (santonica)  is  obtained,  grows 
only  in  the  districts  of  Tashkend  and  Samarcand  in  territory 
belonging  to  the  Kirghiz,  and  some  years  ago  a  Russian  syndi- 
cate secured  a  contract  for  the  sole  purchasing  rights  and  were 
thus  enabled  to  buy  the  whole  crop  on  low  terms.  After  a  time, 
however,  the  Kirghiz,  finding  objections  to  this  agreement, 
tried  to  cancel  it,  and  it  has  now  been  annulled  by  the  Minister 
of  Justice  as  being  "  against  the  law,"  and  thereupon  the  new 
contract  with  Reppmann  &  Rust  has  been  entered  upon.  The 
yearly  production  fluctuates  between  100,000  and  120.000  poods 
(1  pood  =  36  lb.),  and  the  crop,  which  begins  in  September, 
must  be  gathered  within  three  weeks,  as  when  the  blossoms 
open  they  are  worthless. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  very  fair  demand  continues  to  be  experienced  in  the  heavy- 
chemical  market,  and  especially  on  export  account,  while 


home-trade  demand  is  a  good  average.  More  attention  is  now 
being  paid  to  forward  contracts  in  miscellaneous  products, 
and  these  are  being  booked  at  practically  current  figures. 
As  regards  main  products  bleaching-powder  is  now  well 
sold  ahead.  Caustic  soda  is  in  better  request  on  prompt 
delivery,  but  business  for  next  year  has  not  been  of  an  im- 
portant character.  Ammonia  alkali  is  lirm  and  also  in  better 
request  at  4/.  10s.  to  4/.  15s.  per  ton  in  bags  free  on  rails,  and 
4/.  5s.  to  4/.  10s.  per  ton  on  contract  account.  Values  generally, 
in  view  of  the  continued  heavy  costs  of  raw  materials,  are  on 
the  steady  side. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  rather  on  the  quiet  side  with 
nominal  quotations  as  follows:  Beckton  121.  Is.  3d.,  Beckton 
terms  11/.  lis.  3d.  to  111.  12s.  bd.,  London  111.  15s.  to 
11/.  16s.  3d.,  Leith  12/.,  and  Hull  11/.  15/.  Quotations  forward 
are  somewhat  irregular,  but  range  from  Is.  3d.  to  5s.  per  ton 
above  current  figures,  and  there  is  not  a  great  deal  doing. 

Bichromates  of  Potash  and  Soda  arc  in  good  average  re- 
quest and  rule  steady  at  unchanged  rates.  Bichromate  of 
potash,  English  and  Scotch  deliveries,  3^d.  per  lb.  less  2j  per 
cent.  Glasgow,  and  export  3%d.  per  lb.  net  f.o.b.  Glasgow. 
Bichromate  of  soda,  English  and  Scotch  deliveries,  3d.  per  lb. 
less  2g  per  cent.  Glasgow,  and  export  2§<Z.  per  lb.  net  f.o.b, 
Glasgow. 

Benzols  are  fairly  steady,  with  a  moderate  business  passing 
for  forward  requirements.  90-per-cent.  is  about  8|rf.  to  9c/.  per 
gal.,  and  50-per-cent.  9£c/.  to  9?d.  per  gal. 

Recovered  Sulphur  maintains  a  steady  tone  with  good  all- 
round  request  at  about  5/.  to  5/.  5s.  per  ton  free  on  rails  in 
bags. 

Tin  Products  are  somewhat  irregular  and  business  is  on 
the  quiet  side.  Pure  oxide  of  tin  of  specially  light  quality, 
175/.  to  175/.  10s.  per  ton.  Chloride  of  tin  crystals,  11c?.  to 
Is.  per  lb. 

Continental  Markets. 

Ammonia  Carbonate. — Owing  to  competition  between 
German  and  English  manufacturers  there  has  been  no  ap- 
preciable improvement  in  the  position  in  Germany.  English 
makers  are  said  to  have  formed  a  union  among  themselves, 
and  for  some  time  they  have  been  asking  a  generally  higher 
price. 

Arsenic  (White). — Business  has  not  been  brisk  of  late,  and1 
the  demand  has  been  insufficient  owing  to  the  high  prices.  In 
consequence  of  this  quotations,  especially  from  second-hands, 
have  been  reduced.  Although  the  refiners  are  kept  busy  with 
export  trade,  yet  the  prevailing  conditions  would  seem  to 
denote  the  possibilities  of  a  further  reduction. 

Bismuth  and  Salts. — The  recent  increase  in  the  price  of  the 
metal  has  been  maintained,  and  a  material  improvement  in 
conditions  has  ensued.  Offers  from  second-hands  are  to  be 
noted  occasionally,  but  there  is  an  inclination  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  higher  values. 

Carnauba  Wax. — Owing  to  dulness  and  small  demand  prices 
have  gradually  declined.  Current  grey  is  quoted  at  325m. 
per  100  kilos.,  ex  Hamburg. 

Ergot. — New  crop  German  and  Russian  has  been  offered 
for  some  time,  and  it  may  be  assumed  from  the  somewhat 
reduced  prices  that  this  year  the  supply  will  be  abundant. 
Quotations  are  175m.  per  100  kilos,  for  Russian,  275m.  for  old 
Spanish,  and  310m.  for  new. 

Potash  Prussiate  (Yellow). — Prices  have  remained  un- 
changed since  they  were  raised  by  the  German  Convention 
towards  the  end  of  1906,  hut  of  late  business  has  declined  to  a 
considerable  extent.  Although  the  united  manufacturers  have 
not  yet  lowered  their  quotations,  yet  elsewhere  a  substantial 
reduction  is  to  be  noted.  It  is  now  possible  to  obtain  the 
prussiate  at  about  115m.  per  100  kilos.,  ex  factory  in  original 
packages. 

American  Drug  =  market. 

Next)  York,  September  3. 

Business  during  the  interval  has  been  unusually  dull,  even- 
for  this  season.  Labour  day,  falling  on  Monday,  was  preceded 
by  a  general  relaxation  of  consuming  interest,  and  sellers 
declined  to  meet  the  transient  disturbance  with  concessions  on 
their  part.  However,  with  an  end  to  the  financial  unrest  in 
sight,  and  the  return  of  business  chiefs  to  the  city,  trading  in 
all  departments  will  become  more  active  as  the*  month  pro- 
gresses. Cascara  dominates  the  situation  at  present;  coast 
dispatches  continue  firm.    Opium  is  steadier  ;  so  is  quinine. 

Aloes.— Curacao  is  firmly  held  at  8ic.  Cape  and  Socotrine 
have  sold  at  9^c.  and  21c.  respectively. 

Belladonna-leaves  are  dearer  at  lie.  Stocks  are  light  and 
the  demand  is  particularly  active. 

Buchu-leaves. — Jobbing  parcels  of  prime  green  are  freely 
selling  at  23c.  to  26c.  per  lb. 

Camphor  continues  easy  and  slow  of  sale,  buyers  keeping  out 
of  sight.  93c.  for  bulk  is  asked,  but  a  decline  is  imminent. 
(See  cable.) 

Canada  Fir  Balsam  has  been  advanced  to  $3.20  per  gal.  for 
barrel  lots  ;  $3.45  by  the  can. 

Cascara  has  moved  into  a  still  firmer  position,  being  scarce 
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.and  wanted.  An  active  jobbing  business  is  in  progress  on  a 
ibasis  of  10^c.  to  lie.,  although  to  some  the  outside  figure  is  not 
acceptable.  For  the  larger  supplies  quotations  have  been 
practically  withdrawn  pending  more  reliable  information 
from  the  coast,  which  hitherto  has  been  so  meagre.  Accord- 
ing to  last  accounts  10c.  may  be  done  on  spot  in  a  limited  way, 
and  9jC  has  been  mentioned  for  two-year-old  bark  f.o.b.  coast. 
Under  conditions  such  as  now  obtain  at  primary  sources,  bark 
Eias  the  peculiar  faculty  of  ageing  rapidly,  so  that  it  is  rather 
difficult  to  specify  a  price  at  which  prime  mature  drug  can  be 
procured  in  wholesale  quantities. 

Clove  Oil  has  declined  to  $1  owing  to  the  weak  position  of 
the  spice. 

Copaiba. — The  market  for  C.  &  S.  American  varieties  con- 
tinues easy,  though  the  imports  have  fallen  off.  45c.  to  50c. 
is  considered  nominal.  Para  has  been  taken  at  the  wider 
range  of  90c.  to  $1.05.    Oil  is  steady  at  the  recent  decline. 

Erigeron  Oil  is  in  a  stronger  position  owing  to  scarcity,  and 
quotations  are  advanced  to  $2. 

Hydrastis. — Business  has  eased  a  little,  but  the  scarcity  on 
spot  firmly  sustains  the  market  values.  Holders  anticipate 
a,  rise,  and  decline  to  shade  $1.65.  Dispatches  from  the 
Western  fields  continue  to  reflect  a  firm  tone.  Owing  to  the 
spasmodic  and  irregular  method  of  digging,  traders  are  some- 
times at  a  loss  to  know  where  drug  can  bo  obtained. 

Menthol  is  finding  little  outlet.  Close  buyers  can  do  better 
than  $2.45  if  they  strike  the  right  spot. 

Opium  continues  inactive,  but  the  market  is,  if  anything, 
steadier  on  the  $7  basis.  There  is  continued  talk  of  offers  at 
^6.90  for  case  lots ;  but  no  particulars  of  transactions  at  that 
price  have  transpired,  and  it  is  generally  conceded  that  any 
such  sellers  could  not  replenish  their  stock  under  the  market 
prices.  With  the  main  supplies  in  the  hands  of  a  few,  working 
in  unison,  competition  is  not  a  factor  in  the  situation  at  all, 
and  consequently  dealers  consider  themselves  firmly  entrenched 
in  their  position. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American)  is  in  easier  tendency  and  local 
merchants  are  willing  to  sell  at  $1.65,  but  consumers,  for  the 
■most  part,  remain  out  of  the  market.  As  regards  the  new 
crop,  rumours  and  estimates  are  biassed  as  usual,  and  trust- 
worthy reports  cannot  be  obtained.  The  market  is,  indeed, 
rather  more  influenced  by  the  cessation  of  the  flow  of  adverse 
news  than  by  any  positive  information  on  the  subject.  The 
computed  yield  will  be  average,  and  $1.60  has  been  named  as 
u  fair  estimate  of  the  value  of  new  crop. 

Quinine  Sulphate. — Developments  on  the  Continent  during 
the  week  have  influenced  a  firmer  market  here,  and  buyers 
-are  becoming  a  little  more  interested.  A  readjustment  of 
■quotations  is  expected  early  in  the  month  and  everything 
points  to  values  boing  established  on  a  higher  basis.

Aniseed  is  steady  at  22s.  per  cwt.  for  old  crop  Russian 
on  the  spot;  for  new  crop  24?.,  c.i.f.  terms,  is  asked. 
Spanish  is  slow  of  sale  at  31s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Antimony.- — Evidences  of  reviving  activity  in  antimony 
have  been  manifested  since  the  beginning  of  the  month,  and 
the  market  has  within  the  last  few  days  displayed  unmis- 
takable strength,  with  a  fair  recovery  in  value  from  the 
bottom  touched  recently — namely,  35/.  for  English  regulus — 
while  the  present  price  ranges  from  40/.  to  42/.  per  ton.  This 
turn  in  the  tide  had  been  fully  anticipated  for  some  time 
past,  since  second-hand  parcels  had  been  fairly  well  absorbed 
T<nd  the  selling  pressure  had  exhausted  itself.  The  leading 
English  brand  of  refined  is  now  not  obtainable  under  40/. 
Considering  that  the  price  depreciated  as  much  as  90/.  from 
the  top  record  seen  last  year,  the  rally  is  comparatively  slight, 
but  should  the  general  demand  receive  a  further  fillip,  as  is 
looked  for,  the  market  is  liable  to  move  up  sharply.  The 
•rather  large  stocks  of  crude  antimony  that  were  held  recently 
at  Hamburg  have  apparently  been  practically  liquidated  at 
■a  loss,  and  it  is  significant  that  fairly  good  inquiries  have 
since  been  experienced  from  that  quarter,  while  the  demand 
•from  the  United  States — one  of  the  chief  consuming  countries 
— has  shown  signs  of  improvement.  There  is  ground  for 
believing  that  some  dealers  have  yet  to  cover  themselves  to 
an  appreciable  extent  against  the  blank  sales  made  during 
•the  severe  break,  while  stocks  in  consumers'  hands  were 
allowed  to  run  very  low.  There  are  still  comparatively 
cheap  offers  of  ores,  but  crude  antimony  is  much  more  firmly 
held,  and  the  quantities  offered  by  Japan  are  more  restricted.

Japanese  re- 
fined 1  oz.  tablets  have  sold  at  2s.  6d.  c.i.f.  for  September- 
October  shipment. 

Canary- seed  is  firmer.  A  good  budness  has  been  done 
at  35s.  to  36s.  per  quarter  for  fair  to  good  Morocco,  but 
holders  are  now  asking  higher  prices.  Turkish  is  nomi- 
nally worth  38s.,  but  no  business  is  reported.

Liquorice  Root. — A  British  Consular  report  from  Basra 
(Persian  Gulf)  states  that  during  1906  the  exports  of  liquorice 
show  a  decrease  of  21,480/.,  only  27,477  bales  being  shipped 
as  compared  with  48,957  in  1905.  The  tax  on  liquorice  root 
has  been  doubled,  and  prevented  the  American  firm  which 
enjoys  almost  a  monopoly  of  the.  liquorice  trade  from  digging 
up  the  root  in  many  of  its  stations  on  the  Tigris  and 
Euphrates. 

American  Sulphur. — According  to  the  New  York  corre- 
spondent of  the  "  Daily  Chronicle,"  dated  September  11,  a 
despatch  has  been  received  from  New  Orleans  stating  that 
Rockefeller  interests  controlling  the  United  States  Sulphur  Co. 
are  preparing  to  control  the  world's  supply  of  sulphur,  and  will 
make  New  Orleans  the  greatest  brimstone  port  in  the  world. 
Hitherto  there  has  been  an  arrangement  with  the  Italian 
Producers  respecting  the  distribution  of  Louisiana  sulphur. 
In  consequence,  shipments  to  Europe  have  been  small,  but  the 
arrangement  has  now  been  terminated,  and  American  sulphur 
T^0  t6  *?eav^y  exported,  particularly  to  France  and  Germany. 

a  rn'tec'  States  company  controls  all  the  American  trade, 
and  has  largely  accumulated  stocks,  which  will  be  placed  on 
the  market  in  sharp  competition  with  the  Italian  producers.

Bulgarian  Otto  of  Rose. 

Sir, — We  have  followed  with  interest  the  various  reports 
from  your  Bulgarian  correspondent,  and  find  that  same 
practically  agree,  as  regards  size  of  crop,  stocks,  etc.,  with 
those  received  by  us  from  our  principals,  Messrs.  Petko  Iv. 
Orozoff  et  jFils,  Kazanlik.  Your  correspondent  is  of 
course  quite  correct  in  warning  buyers  against  paying 
famine  prices,  but  what  does  he  consider  famine  prices  ? 
We  have  certainly  heard  of  high  prices  being  quoted  on 
this  market,  but  considering  that  really  finest  Bulgarian 
otto  of  rose  could  have  been  bought  during  June  and  July 
at  18s.  per  Turkish  ounce,  and  that  to-day  it  is  obtainable 
at  22s.  6d.  to  23s.  6d.  per  Turkish  ounce,  English  buyers 
cannot  surely  complain  of  being  asked  to  pay  famine  prices. 
In  their  letter  to  you  Messrs.  Bagaroff  et  Fils  ask,  "  How 
is  it  possible  to  sell  a  pure  otto  of  rose  at  prices  ranging 
from  750f.  to  l,050f.  per  kilo.  ? "  which  works  out 
at  about  21s.  to  29s.  per  Turkish  ounce.  We  beg  to  say 
that  it  certainly  is  possible  to  obtain  on  this  market  at  the 
present  day  absolutely  pure  Bulgarian  otto  of  rose  at  most 
23s.  6d.  per  Turkish  ounce,  and  further  we  beg  most  em- 
phatically to  state  that  such  otto  is  not,  as  Messrs.  Bagaroff 
et  Fils  declare,  mixed  with  20  per  cent,  to  30  per  cent,  of 
geranium  oil.  Your  correspondent  "Veritas"  asks  why 
a  price  of  28s.  to  29s.  should  be  declared  exorbitant?  We 
certainly  consider  such  prices  very  exorbitant  indeed, 
and  it  is  quite  correct  to  warn  buyers  against  paying  them 
when,  as  before  stated,  the  finest  Bulgarian  otto  can  to-day 
be  bought  at  22s.  6d.  to  23s.  6d.  per  Turkish  ounce.

Syr.  Glyeerophos.  Co.,  B.P.C. 

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  note  on  this  syrup  in  youi 
Correspondence  columns  (6*.  <&  U.,  September  7,  p.  426),  I 
find  that  the  alkalinity  of  the  sodium  glycerophosphate  is 
the  main  cause  of  the  deposit.  Substituting  sufficient  acetic 
acid  for  the  citric  acid  in  the  formula  and  first  seeing  that 
the  sodium  and  potassium  salts  are  neutralised  before  mix- 
ing with  the  other  ingredients  prevents  the  deposit. 
Caffeine  should  also  be  used  so  as  to  keep  the  solution 
free  from  the  citric  radicle  and  consequent  possible  inter- 
action with  the  calcium  salt.  We  have  now  no  difficulty 
with  the  preparation,  but  until  we  recognised  that  sodium 
and  potassium  glycerophosphates  are  always  alkaline  in 
reaction  we  had  the  trouble.  Glycerophosphoric  acid  would 
be  more  pharmaceutically  proper  than  acetic  and  citric  acids 
in  compounding  such  preparations,  but  I  have  not  tried  it.

Sulphuric  Acid  from  Coal-gas. 
Sir, — In  C  db  D.  of  August  31  I  find  an  observation 
by  D.  B.  Dott,  F.I.C.,  concerning  this  subject.  I  have 
also  observed  and  tested  many  times  the  corroding  effect 
of  burning  products  from  coal-gas.  A  year  ago  I  made 
investigations  on  the  corroding  drops  found  on  glasses 
which  had  been  placed  over  a  Bunsen  burner.     First  I 
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thought  it  was  sulphurous  acid  I  found  by  examining  the 
surface  of  the  window  in  a  room  where  coal-gas  was  burn- 
ing ;  a  moistened  litmus-paper  became  red ;  but  afterwards 
I  found  by  the  BaCI,  test  it  was  certainly  vitriol.  I 
obtained  the  same  results  in  three  different  cities  of  Bel- 
gium— Antwerp,  Ghent,  and  Termonde. 

It  is  a  fact  well  known  by  decorators  in  our  country  that 
metallic  objects,  as  well  as  painted  surfaces,  receive  great 
damage  from  burning  gas,  and  in  all  modern  buildings, 
where  it  is  possible,  illumination  is  electrical.

What  is  a  "Professional  Photographer"  ? 

Sir, — I  am  glad  to  see  the  letter  from  "  A  Photographic 
Chemist"  in  this  week's  issue,  and  can  endorse  the  com- 
paint  respecting  giving  10  per  cent,  discount.  I  have  lost 
several  amateur  customers  for  this  very  reason.  It  seems 
that  some  dealers,  just  to  get  business,  offer  the  professional 
discount  to  any  customer  who  can  spend  5s.  or  10s.  on 
plates,  papers,  or  postcards.  I  find  that  the  customers  of 
this  class  are  men  in  good  situations,  doing  photography  in 
their  spare  time,  and  who  dare  not  advertise  themselves  as 
professional  photographers.  The  question  is,  What  is  a 
professional  ?  Surely,  a  man  who  can  present  his  business 
card  and  is  known  to  keep  a  bond-fide  business.  Retailers 
are  not  alone  to  blame.  While  waiting  one  day  in  one  of 
our  wholesale  houses,  I  heard  a  postman  (in  uniform)  ask 
for  a  box  of  Imperial  quarter-plates.  When  he  inquired, 
"How  much?"  the  counterman  answered,  "Ninepence; 
pay  at  the  desk."  Was  this  a  genuine  wholesale  transaction, 
and  was  it  fair  to  the  retail  dealer  ?

Sir, — It  is  the  duty  of  "A  Photographic  Chemist"  to 
refuse  to  supply  such  customers  at  professional  prices;  it 
is  also  a  much-abused  term  here  as  in  many  other  towns. 
My  opinion  is  that  "a  professional  photographer"  is  one 
whose  time  is  chiefly  occupied  in  earning  a  living  as  a  photo- 
grapher, and,  therefore,  entitled  to  the  published  discounts. 
It  is  no  use  trying  to  meet  illegal  competition,  and  my 
advice  (and  experience)  is  that  the  best  way  to  develop  a 
photographic  business  is  to  ignore  such  customers  and  sell 
your  own  specialities,  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  photo- 
graphy, and  the  rest  will  follow.

The  Legislative  Position. 
Sir, — I  suppose  I  am  very  dense,  but  I  cannot  see  the 
difference  between  your  statement  and  mine  regarding  the 
iegislative  position  of  limited  companies.  I  said  the  House 
of  Lords  had  said  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  not  strong 
enough  to  prevent  these  companies  from  dealing  in 
poisons ;  you  say  corporate  bodies  were  never  affected 
by  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  [Sections  1  and  15. — Editor.] 
If  there  is  a  difference  here  I  have  no  doubt  you  are 
right,  but  the  point  is  too  fine  for  me.  Section  17  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  has,  in  my  opinion,  no  bearing  on 
the  companies'  case  at  all.  It  is  simply  a  clause  regulating 
the  sale  of  poisons  in  the  hands  of  men  qualified  under 
the  Act.  Indeed,  it  has  been  clearly  proved  in  the  Law 
Courts  that  limited  companies,  being  outside  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  [Sections  1  and  15  only. — Editor],  are  not  bound  to 
observe  the  regulations  by  which  we  are  bound.  [These 


are  regulations  as  to  the  keeping,  dispensing,  and  selling 
made  under  Sections  1  and  15,  not  Section  17.— Editor.] 
It  cannot  therefore  be  said  that  limited  companies  have 
any  legal  standing  under  Section  17  of  this  Act.  [They 
must  conform  to  the  requirements  of  that  section,  hence 
Boots,  Ltd.,  were  fined  recently  in  respect  to  "Tabloid" 
Easton's  Syrup.— Editor.]  The  fact  is  limited  companies 
were_  hardly  known  at  that  time  and  were  not  expressly 
provided  against,  but  I  contend  that  this  was  not  necessary. 
If  every  new  institution  which  comes  into  being  were  to 
ignore  established  law,  there  would  be  an  end  of  all  law 
and  order. 

You  will  observe  that  Jay  Mack's  point  was  that  "  Stores 
Limited  are  firmly  established  by  law."  I  have  no  doubt 
Stores  Limited  will  be  comforted  if  it  can  be  proved  that 
they  have  a  legal  standing^  but  when  I  speak  of  legalising 
them  I  mean,  of  course,  bringing  them  within  scope  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts.  The  Apothecaries'  Society  is  in  a  very 
different  position.  Their  charter  is  older  than  ours,  and 
our  charter  did  not  cancel  theirs.  I  am  not  very  familiar 
with  the  position  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society,  but  in  days 
of  old  it  appears  to  have  combined  pharmacy  and  medicine, 
and  as  these  are  specialised  now  it  cannot,  in  my  opinion, 
be  looked  on  as  other  than  an  interesting  and  venerable  relic 
of  the  past.  It  may,  however,  be  resuscitated  by  the  edu- 
cational policy  at  Bloomsbury  Square. 

Some  opinions  have  been  expressed  in  Scotland  in  recent 
years  regarding  the  House  of  Lords  which  ought  to  be 
interesting  to  pharmacists.  I  do  not  consider  myself  well 
enough  up  in  law  to  express  any  opinion  on  them,  but  they 
are  the  kind  of  points  which  ought  to  interest  "  Xrayser." 
The  first  is  that  the  House  of  Lords  has  no  constitutional 
jurisdiction  in  Scotland.  The  final  Court  of  Appeal  here 
was  the  Scottish  Parliament  up  to  the  union  of  the  crowns, 
and  about  thirty  years  after  that  event  a  case  was  carried 
to  the  English  Parliament,  but  as  no  appeals  were  heard 
there  it  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Lords  just  as  if  it  had  been 
an  English  case.  It  is  said  that  this  formed  the  base  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  Scotland.  I  am 
quite  aware  that  we  brought  the  pharmacy  case  into  the 
Court  of  Session  in  Scotland,  where  we  encountered  pre- 
judice and  insult  at  the  hands  of  the  late  Lord  Young. 

The  next  point  is  rather  an  example  of  Scottish  logic  than 
Scottish  law.  It  is  that  it  is  not  the  function  of  the  House 
of  Lords  to  interpret  fine  points  in  law,  as  that  can  be  better 
done  in  the  lower  courts  where  there  are  judges  of  experience 
and  knowledge,  which  is  not  always  the  case  with  the  Law 
Lords'.  Some  of  them,  indeed,  have  had  no  judicial  experi- 
ence before  entering  the  House.  It  is  the  function  of 
the  Law  Lords  to  harmonise  law  with  equity  where 
injustice  is  entailed  in  a  too  strict  interpretation  of  the 
law.  In  the  case  of  pharmacy,  law  and  justice  and 
commonsense  were  all  happily  united  in  the  inferior 
Courts ;  but  when  the  case  came  before  the  Lords  law 
was  strained,  commonsense  thrown  to  the  winds,  and 
justice  trodden  under  foot  in  order  to  reach  an  absurd 
decision.  In  other  words,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  inferior 
Courts  to  look  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  but  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  House  of  Lords  to  look  to  the  spirit  of  it;  here  the 
spirit  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  was  ignored  altogether  by  the 
House  of  Lords.  I  trust  that  when  the  House  of  Lords  is 
reformed  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeal  will  not  be  over- 
looked, as  reform  is  as  necessary  there  as  anywhere.  This 
is  not  meant  to  reflect  on  the  present  Lord  Chancellor,  who 
is  one  of  the  best  and  wisest  of  men,  and,  in  my  opinion, 
the  most  able  Lord  Chancellor  we  have  had  in  recent  times.

Why  does  he  set  up  the  wrong 
statement  of  "  peace  at  any  price,"  impute  it  to  me,  and 
then  proceed  to  demolish  it  ?  If  we  keep  on  this  silly  game 
of  obstructing  and  educating  the  M.P.s  then  we  will  get 
peace  at  Lord  Crewe's  price,  and  we  know  what  that  is 
likely  to  be.  Meantime  not  one  of  us  can  legally  go  home  to 
dinner  for  want  of  a  licensed  assistant  (as  in  Ireland). 

We  must  go  to  tne 
Privy  Council  and  offer  to  modernise  our  Society,  examina- 
tions, fees,  and  general  procedure,  and  then  we  may 
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confirmed  as  the  administrators  of  the  Poison  Laws.  If  we 
do  not  do  this  the  drug-stores  will  go  and  will  get  (as  they 
deserve  to  get)  some  legal  recognition.  If  we  do  it  now  we 
can  offer  terms ;  if  we  delay  we  will  have  to  accept  terms. 
We  have  been  the  "party  of  privilege"  since  1868,  and  a 
privilege  to  be  maintained  must  be  used  with  discretion.  If 
not  then  it  gets  curtailed,  as  witness  King  Charles  I.,  the 
nobles  of  France,  and  the  absentee  landlords  of  Ireland  (but 
unlike  the  last  we  will  not  get  compensation).

Dispensing  Charges  for  Tablets. 

Sir, — Would  any  of  your  subscribers  (principals  of  town 
or  country  dispensing  and  good  family  businesses)  kindly 
say  what  is  their  custom  with  regard  to  tabloid  prices  ; 
whether,  say,  in  the  case  of  25  2-grain  quinine  tabloids  they 
would  charge  4fZ.  as  listed  to  surgeons  and  as  sold  by  the 
various  stores,  being  content  with  the  trade  discount 
allowed  ;  or  whether  they  would  charge  more,  as  for  pills  ?  I 
have  to  supply  100  5-grain  tablets  of  bisulphate  of  quinine 
(as  a  matter  of  fact,  tabloids  not  being  specified,  naturally  I 
am  not  supplying  this  particular  brand),  and  it  seems  absurd 
to  supply  100  large  doses  of  quinine  for  Is.  ll^d.  I  knjw 
that  there  is  no  hard-and-fast  rule,  but  for  general  guidance 
I  should  be  glad  to  know  what  is  the  custom  in  respectable 
businesses  (not  in  picture- framers,  oil  or  toy  shops  where 
they  are  kept)  regarding  price,  say,  for  example,  the  two 
articles  I  have  named.  Since  acting  as  an  assistant  myself 
the  sale  of  medicines  in  tablet  form  has  so  considerably 
increased  ;  hence  my  inquiry.  Yours  truly,

Cocaine  SnufTng. 

Sir, — I  should  be  glad  to  know  if  any  case  similar  to  the 
following  has  come  under  the  notice  of  any  of  your  readers, 
and  their  experience  of  the  results.  A  customer  asks  me  if 
there  is  any  danger  in  the  use  of  cocaine  in  the  following 
manner.  Her  husband  carries  it  with  him,  and  frequently 
takes  pinches  (of  about  ^  grain  hydrochlorate)  in  the  palm  of 
his  hand  with  a  few  drops  of  water,  sniffing  it  up  the  nose 
and  spitting  out  what  is  drawn  into  the  throat.  This  he 
does  about  every  hour,  and  maintains  that  he  has  medical 
authority  that  it  is  not  absorbed  into  the  system.  He  seems 
to  suffer  from  the  effects  of  it  in  the  way  of  general  lassitude 
and  forgetfulness,  and  I  am  asked  what  should  be  "  done." 
Personally,  I  think  this  method  of  using  cocaine  so  rare 
that  I  should  like  to  know  the  experience  of  subscribers  to 
the  invaluable  C.  &  D.

Dispensing  Notes. 


A  Dose  Problem. 
[C.  &  V.,  September  7,  p.  425.] 

Sir, — As  a  medical  man  I  should  like  to  say  that  I  consider 
"  Australian  "  was  quite  right  in  refusing  to  make  up  pills 
each  containing  hydr.  perchlor.  gr.  ss.,  and,  personally,  if  I 
had  made  such  an  unpardonable  error,  I  should  have  been 
thankful  to  the  dispenser  who  attempted  to  save  me  from  the 
consequences  of  my  own  folly.  I  think  that  the  doctor's 
treatment  of  "Australian's"  letter  savoured  of  the  cock- 
sureness  of  youth  and  inexperience. 

The  dose  would  not  have  been,  in  all  probability,  imme- 
diately lethal  to  the  patient,  although  it  would  have  been 
lethal  to  the  doctor's  reputation.  Three  grains  of  the  per- 
chloride  is  usually  stated  to  be  a  fatal  dose,  but  i  grain  re- 
peated would  undoubtedly  cause  congestion  of  the  bowels 
with  severe  diarrhcea,  and  probably  also  acute  nephritis.  If 
the  patient  persisted  in  using  the  pills  in  spite  of  symptoms. 
I  have  little  doubt  that  the  end  would  come  long  before  the 
consumption  of  the  thirty-six  pills  had  been  completed.  Per- 
chloride  is  never  prescribed  in  repeated  doses  of  more  than 
-rV  grain,  and  then  its  effects  have  to  be  watched. 

The  incident  is  illustrative  of  the  weakness  in  materia 
medica  of  the  average  medical  man  of  the  new  school,  partly 
the  result  of  the  enormous  mass  of  information  he  has  to 
acquire  during  his  period  of  training.  Many  men  have  told 
me  that  they  have  sometimes  been  puzzled,  when  wishing  to 
prescribe  something,  as  to  whether  it  was  a  liquid  or  a  solid. 
Common-sense,  of  course,  soon  provides  a  remedy,  if  a  man 
will  only  acknowledge  his  limitations  and  consult  a  pharma- 
cist, who,  I  know,  is  only  too  pleased  to  instruct  the  tyro  in 
drugs.

Sir, — I  think  "  Australian  "  exercised  a  wise  discretion  in 
declining  to  dispense  the  thirty-six  pills  each  to  contain  i  grain 
of  hydrarg.  perchlor.,  even  after  the  apparent  confirmation 
of  the  dose  by  the  prescriber.  But  it  is  not  clear  whether  the 
attention  of  the  prescriber  was  directed  to  the  difference 
between  perchloride  and  subchloride  of  mercury.  Had  this 
been  done  I  imagine  no  such  confirmation  would  have  been 
forthcoming.  I  once  had  a  prescription  presented  ordering 
hydrarg.  perchlor.  gr.  ij.  for  a  baby.  Application  to  the 
writer,  of  course,  resulted  in  the  substitution  of  "sub"  for

The  official  alcoholic  extract  is  unsuitable  for 
ointment-making,  and  if  this  is  intended  an  equivalent  of  the 
liquid  extract  should  be  used  (say  80  minims).  This,  with  a 
solution  of  the  iodide,  makes  a  good  ointment,  as  also  does 
the  green  extract  when  rubbed  down  with  a  little  water.] 
Calcium-hypophosphite  Solutions. 

Sir, — All  samples  of  calc.  hypophos.  I  have  handled  when 
dissolved  in  distilled  water  yield  a  cloudy  solution.    What  ia 
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the  cause  of  this  ?  I  note  the  addition  of  a  few  drops  of  acid, 
phos.  dil.  clears  it  somewhat.  If  a  perfectly  colourless  mixture 
is  ordered,  should  it  be  sent  out  clear  (by  filtering)  ?

[Calcium  hypophosphite  is  one  of  those  articles  which  are 
difficult  to  obtain  in  a  perfectly  soluble  state ;  some  slight 
alteration  takes  place  on  drying  and  keeping.    It  is  advisable 
to  filter.]

See  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1907,"  for  much  legal  information  as  to 
all  trade  matters.  In  any  circumstance  not  covered  by  the 
articles  therein,  state  the  case  explicitly  with  all  particulars 
and  submit  to  the  Editor. 


B.  (217/64). — When  goods  are  delivered  by  a  route  con- 
trary to  that  for  which  you  have  given  instructions,  and  in  con- 
sequence delivery  is  materially  delayed,  you  should  at  once 
notify  the  forwarding  house,  and  intimate  that  delivery  will 
not  be  accepted.  The  question  of  compensation  depends  upon 
what  injury  is  suffered  and  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
The  latter  may  be  influenced  by  the  conditions  upon  which 
the  forwarding  house  pay  carriage,  and  no  general  rule  can 
here  be  laid  down. 

Setay  (219/25). — Your  proper  course  is  to  notify  the  people 
once  more  that  unless  the  advertisement  is  put  right  before  the 
end  of  the  year  you  will  not  pay  in  respect  to  the  second  year. 

J.  IV.  B.  (210/54). — Dental  work  is  done  in  Tasmania  under 
the  same  conditions  as  in  England.  Those  who  use  the  title 
must  be  registered  dentists. 

/.  .S'.  (220/68). — It  is  not  necessary  for  you  to  publish  the 
formula  for  your  diarrhcea-mixture  prepared  according  to 
the  Board  of  Health  prescription.  As  mentioned  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  August  3,  p.  219,  it  suffices  to  place  on  the  formula 
the  reference  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  66."  The  slight 
variation  in  the  quantities  of  your  mixture  is  immaterial. 

L.  W.  (216/64J.-A  plate-dealer's  licence  is  required  for  the 
sale  of  gold  in  quantities  above  2  dwt.,  and  for  silver  above 
5  dwt.  You  should  first  assure  yourself  whether  any  of  the 
articles  which  you  stock  (hair-brushes,  etc.)  contain  the 
precious  metals  in  excess  of  these  quantities.  If  so,  address 
the  nearest  Inland  Revenue  Supervisor.

Nervine  (219/58).— Nit-ointments.— For  preparations  of  this 
nature  you  should  consult  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  as 
there  are  few  articles  of  chemists'  retail  not  treated  therein. 
There  are  several  kinds  of  "  non-poisonous  "  ointments,  but 
the  following  are  the  best : 

Oil  of  stavesacre    Jij. 

Hard  paraffin   jss. 

Soft  paraffin  Jviij. 

Oil  of  citronella    10  drops 

Oil  of  bergamot    30  drops 

Oil  of  cassia   5  drops 

Make  an  ointment. 

Powdered  white  hellebore   Jiii. 

Vaseline   1  lb. 

Melt  the  paraffin  and  digest  the  hellebore  in  it  in  a  warm 
place  for  a  day  or  two,  then  strain  and  perfume. 

O.  (216/73).— Lawn-sand  is  a  mixture  of  sand  2  parts  and 
potassium  bisulphate  1  part. 

L.  S.  (209/35).—  Perfuming  Ball-room.— You  will  find  full 
instructions  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  Some  of  the 
special  perfume  should  be  put  in  the  floor-polish,  but  you 
must  rely  chiefly  upon  spraying  all  over  the  hall  immediately 
before  the  company  assembles.  Get  attendants  to  do  the  same 
several  times  in  the  course  of  the  evening  :  the  operation  makes 
a  splendid  advertisement. 

E.  11.  (215/54).— Syr.  Rhei  Aromat.,  U.S.P. : 

Aromatic  tincture  of  rhubarb    ...    150  c.c. 
Potassium  carbonate        ...       ...      1  gram 

Syrup   850  c.c. 

Dissolve  the  carbonate  in  the  tincture,  filter,  and  add  the 
syrup. 

The  tincture  is  a  percolate  of  rhubarb  200  grams,  Saigon 
cinnamon  40  grams,  cloves  40  grams,  and  nutmeg  20  grams, 
with  glycerin  100  c.c,  alcohol  400  c.c,  and  water  400  c.c,  the 
product  being  1,000  c.c,  obtained  by  finally  percolating  with 
alcohol  and  water  equal  parts. 

5.  T.  P.  (217/43).— All  the  esters  of  amyl  when  inhaled  affect 
the  arterial  circulation.  Amyl  acetate  causes  a  certain  amount 
of  discomfort  when  inhaled  in  excess ;  but  if  the  commercial 
process  which  you  refer  to  is  conducted  in  well-ventilated 
apartments  there  should  be  no  fear  of  danger. 

St  carine  (220/53). — You  may  try  spermaceti  instead  of  hard 
paraffin.  It  is  probable  that  the  soft  paraffin  used  is  one  of 
exceptionally  high  melting  point. 

/.  R.  N.  (216/41). — We  have  explained  many  times  that 
passenger  steamships  do  not  include  a  dispenser  among  their 
crews.  The  article  in  our  Summer  Issue,  "  Dispenser  on  an 
Ocean  Liner,"  was  by  a  young  chemist  who  got  the  passage 
through  friendship  and  influence,  as  he  explained.  This  is 
the  third  case  of  the  kind  we  have  heard  of  in  twenty-five 
years.    We  dare  not  put  you  in  communication  with  him. 

Chemicus  (203/11). — The  specimen  which  you  sent  us  was 
part  of  the  willow  herb,  or,  as  it  is  sometimes  called,  "  cod- 
lins-and-cream  "  (Epi/obium  hirsutum,  N.O.  Onagrariece).  It 
is  a  late-growing  species  of  this  genus  frequently  found  on 
banks  of  streams,  and  has  no  known  medicinal  properties. 
The  whole  plant  is  downy  and  clammy,  and  exhales  an  acid- 
'ike  sent ;  hence  the  name  "  codlins-and-cream."
